GUS HALL is supposed to be the main speaker for the 
dinner, and WILLIAM PATTERSON from the CP National Office will 
also speak* JESUS COLON is also supposed to be present at the 
dinner* It was said that a Negro male who is a district 
organiser from Philadelphia and who was instrumental in getting 
PAT TOOBEY in the CP would probably attend* 

PHIL BART remarked that up until now the CP has 
been holding its own* He said that on one hand the picture 
is not too good, but on the other hand the CP can move ahead* 
He said that '*we the national" were discussing among them- 
selves the possibility that eight or ten comrades would be 
arrested as a result of the CP's refusal to obey the Supreme 
Court decision, but so far only two have been arrested— namely , 
GDS HALL and BEN DAVIS* BART said that at this time he would 
go further and say there will probably be more arrests, but he 
said these arrests are to be expected* Regarding his belief 
that the CP can move ahead, BART said he felt this way because

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The meeting opened with CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT giving 
what he described as an outline of a report on the Negro 
Question. He said that he would work on the report and 
polish it Up for the coming meeting to be ijeld .» 
6/22 and 24/62 In NYC. 

LIGHTPOOT mentioned that "MILT ROSEN'S group 1 ' 
controlled a "news letter" that Is distributed. He mentioned 
that RANDOLPH (possibly A. PHILIP RANDOLPH) sent an anti- 
Communist statement which LIGHTPOOT said was the most anti- 
Communist statement that he had ever seen from him 
(RANDOLPH). He said that this group (ROSEN's) has really 
started something. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON commented that a letter was 
sent to him (RANDOLPH) and was advised in the letter that 
this group (ROSEN's) was not a part of the CP. PATTERSON 
added that this letter was never answered. He suggested 
that a sharp letter again should be directed to RANDOLPH. 

Continuing, the source advised that LIGHTPOOT then 
gave his outline of the Negro Question report which he said 
will contain the following: 

1. A review of the developments since the Supreme 
Court decision of 1954. 

2. The nature of the gains and achievements since 
1954. 

3. Why there has not been greater progress S 

4. A clarification of the goals. 

5. What could be achieved within the framework 
of a capitalist society. 
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6. What is required to ellir. nate the Jim Crow 
OyStem? 

7. An outline of the main tasks for the 1962 
elections. 

LIGHTFOOT said that new organizations have come into 
being since 1954 and that this meant that the NAACP no 
longer has undisputed leadership of the Negro masses and Civil 
Right si Ho rantloned CORF 3*1(1 the NALC, 

LIGHTFOOT said that there is a need for a Negro 
to be appointed to the President's Cabinet and for a Negro 
to be appointed to the Supreme Court. He said that these 
should be the objectives in the 1962 elections. 

QUS HALL congratulated LIGHTFOOT on his remarks, 
but added that they should be improved upon as regards 
the question of the cold war as well as .to highlight the 
deals made by the KENNEDY Administration with the Dixiecrats; 
to highlight the question of peace, the economic situation 
in the South as well as the question of Negro representation 
in Congress. 

JAMES JACKSONin referring to the economic situation 
in the South, said that what was needed there was something" 
along the order of the KENNEDY Alliance For progress In 
South America. 

MARVIN MARKMAN commented that there was a need 
to recruit among the Negro youth. 

BEN DAVIS added that a program of action which 
places the question on a Constitutional basis and establishes 
the South as the center of this action was needed. He said 
that a demand should be placed on the President to execute 
the laws of the Supreme Court. DAVIS said further that "we" 
need organized political contact with the organization and 
movements in the South. "Our" comrades are "torn" on the 
KING (MARTIN LUTHER KING) movement and "we" should clear 
this up. 
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DAVIS concluded by stating that what was needed was 
a united front and a development of the left as well as the 
building up of the party. 

JAMES TORMEY said that he agreed generally with 
the remarks that were made but said that the. central problem 
of the rank, and, file is to clarify what the role of the 
party is regarding the struggle, of the Negro peoples move- 
ment.. He asked why "we" are always supporting an. action, 
which has been started by someone else. 

TORMEY felt that the role of the Party member was 
1. to participate in the struggle; 2. giV e al * 0UI * 
experience to advance the struggle; 3. help the Negro 
people to understand the struggle; 4. to strengthen the 
relationship between the Negro people and the labor move- 
ment irt order to bring them closer together; 5. to relate 
the struggle for Negro rights to all other issues; 6. to 
supply white champions to the struggle for Negro rights; and 
7. to open up the/necessity of relating the struggle, for 
Negro rights to the struggle for civil, liberties in this 
country. 

The meeting concluded with everyone speaking 
favorably of LIGHTB'OOT's outline but expressed the need to 
improve upon the details.

GUS HALL and PAT TOCKEY later discussed the repayment 
of MAX WEISS bail fund. TOOKEY stated that LOU MOROSE is 
"deliberately" creating a fuss about this bail fund by agitating 
the people who hold receipts to part of this fund by telling them 
that they have not received their money because of embsczelment 
on the part of someone in the Party. He is suggesting that these 
people approach TCCHEY or HALL to get their money. 

TOOHEY referred to a letter he had written to BART con- 
cerning this embezzelment cliarge and pointing out that the money 
is being improperly held by someone in Chicago. TOOHEY 's letter 
referred to a statement by K0R02E who said he has been able to 
collect about $800.00 each year for the Party press in New Jersey, 
but has collected nothing due to the questionable handling of the 
WEISS bail fund.

BART stated that ROBERT THOMPSON was then in Chicago and may re- 
turn with the answer to the problem on 6/5/62. 
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HALL said that if THOMPSON had not straightened out 
the natter, BART should go to Chicago and come back with the 
money.

He said that actual] y 
about $2191 had been collected - $1121 from the fund drive itself 
and $1070 from a testimonial dinner for PAT T003EY. He said he 
added $350 arbitrarily so that the total would appear as $2541. 

He said all other districts are below 50 per cent. (It 
is apparent that the C? pads the printed figures possibly to cover 
up the receipt of money from other secret sources).

A three day conference was held on June 22, 23, 24, 
1962 at the Academy Hall, 853 Broadway, New York City, New 
York. A few days prior to this conference letters were sent 
out announcing that this conference would be a National 
Conference on the Mc Carren Act, There were district 
leaders and delegates from all sections of the country at 
this conference* The total number present was about 100-110 
people. Some of the areas of the country which were 
represented were:

the session on Friday night, June 22, 1962 began 
at 8:00 PM. GUS HALL spoke for a little over two hours. 
HALL was Introduced by ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN. She began 
by addressing the group as "Comrades" and she went on to 
say that they were there to discuss very Important things 
which are Important to those gathered, to the American 
people, and most of all to the civil liberties of everyone.

She then introduced GUS HALL by name only. 

HALL began by referring to the unusual behavior 
of the American stock market in recent weeks* He referred' 
to the cold war, the war in Laos, and the srinkage of 
America's gold reserve. He referred to the dictatorial 
powers of President KENNEDY toward the steel mills, the 
struggle of the Algerian people for Independence, and he 
said that all of these occurrences point to the decaying 
of capitalism and the growing of the socialist world. He 
asked the question what is the general crisis of capitalism. 
He said the general crisis of capitalism is not the same as 
an economic crisis which is a crisis of over production of 
commodities which has its effects on the political life 
of the country. He said the general crisis has gone through 
two stages and is now in its third stage, as HALL had stated 
in his report to the National Committee in 1961. He said 
the general crisis of capitalism began with the First World 
War and the outbreak of the Russian Revolution, and it was 
deepended by the Second World War and the spread of 
socialism to one third of the world. Before ending HALL 
also spoke of the failure of the district leaders to pull 
the group together. Friday's meeting was adjourned when 
HALL stopped speaking. 

On Saturday, June 23, 1962 the second session of 
the conference began in Academy Hall at 10:00 AM. It began 
with a survey by JAMES TORMEY on the Mc Carren Act. He 
referred to a blue bound pamphlet entitled "Anti Communism 
in the United States**, issued by The GUS HALL - BENJAMIN J. 
DAVIS Defense Committee, 22 E. 17th Street, Room 1225, New 
York 3, N. Y. He quoted parts of this pamphlet (a copy of 
which was given to all present) and his quotes referred 
to those working in this country to preserve civil liberties, 
to hundreds of thousands of American people who live in fear, 
and hold their thoughts and opinions to themselves, to the 
poisoning of the atmosphere of freedom by laws which have 
been passed, the undermining of the democratic rights of the 
people, and to a law passed by Texas decreeing the death 
penalty for Communists. His quotes from the pamphlet also 
referred to the statement that there are few liberals or 
progressives in America who do not live in fear of a tap on 
the door from the F.B.I, agent who is seeking their assistance 
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in Identifying political suspects and sending Americans 
to jail for exercising their democratic rights* 

TORMET's summary of the pamphlet laid a base 
for remarks by those present* ELIZABETH GOBLET FLYNN 
referred to the order that the CP must register, and she 
quoted President KENNEDY as saying that the CP registration 
would be a simple act of the individual walking up and 
registering and nothing more, but FLYNN said it went deeper 
than that. She said that if a person registers he convicts 
himself saying that he is guilty off all the Mc Carren Act 
says — he is a foreign agent, he is guilty of conspiracy, 
he advocates force and violence to overthrow the country* 
She said all these are built in gimmicks of the Mc Carren 
Act* 

BEN DAVIS described the He Carren Act as a 
stupid and idiotic law which has no right to suppress the 
American people and "we" are going to fight to defeat this 
Act. DAVIS criticized the F*B*I* for its harrassment of 
the people who paid their last respects to GERALD I NE 
LIGHTFOOT, and he said this harrassment was one of the 
lowest, ghoulish and inhuman degradations that the FBI 
has sunken to, and he said the F,B,I**s seizure of the 
guest book to obtain the names of people who paid their last 
respects to GERALDINE LIGHTFOOT was part of this degradation. 
DAVIS said the FBI has gotten to the point that they don*t 
even let the dead rest in peace. 

ARTIE BROWN from California got up and defended 
his action last year wherein he wrote letters to Premier 
KHRUSHCHEV of the Soviet Union and to President KENNEDY of 
the USA*, asking the Soviets to quit testing their H bombs,, 
and asking KENNEDY not to test, although this letter was 
distorted by the press. He said if anyone present thought 
he did wrong, now was the time for them to voice their 
opinion and not do it later. BROWN said he wrote the 
letters with the approval of his committee. 

GUS HALL said he thought ARTIE BROWN was wrong 
because the letters got to the press and the press distorted 
the facts. HALL said these distortions were harmful to 
the Party. 

Many others got up and made statements which in 
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general criticized the Mc Carren Act* ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN at one time got up and spoke on defense, saying 
that in plain words defense means money. She said ten more 
people had been ordered to appear at a Government hearing 
and money is needed for defense. She said about $100,000 
is needed for fees and the Party has two lawyers in reserve 
to defend »«our M people, 

FLYNN also announced that three huge rallies are 
being planned for 3 sections of the country; on the West 
Coast, the East Coast, and in the Mid-West, to acquaint 
the mass of people with tie dangers of the Mc Carren Act 
and that the dangers do not only apply to Communists, but 
to everyone. 

The rest of Saturday *s session was taken up with 
individual reports from the various districts concerning 
local political affairs in the districts, DOROTHY from 
California said that her club supported Governor BROWN of 
California in his political fight against former Vice 
President NIXON. She said that BROWN was not the right 
man, but he was considered the best of the two choices. 
DOROTHY spoke about the Congressional races in the California 
political districts, saying that the Negro and Mexican 
Americans have made some gains. Several others spoke on 
items of local interest and then Saturday *s session 
adjourned. 

Sunday's session, June 24, 1962 began with 
further comments on the - Mc Carren Act. It was said by one 
speaker that "we" have the support of the churches and 
other groups to help fight this nefarious act. He described 
the Mc Carren Act as an act designed to paralyze the 
movement of the people and a determent to their thoughts. 
He felt the people are ready to respond if they were 
given the right to leadership. 

Regarding organization, one speaker remarked 
that one thing at a time should be accomplished. He said 
that cadres, in speaking to people, should use language 
on the same level as the people they are taling to, and 
different approaches are needed for different people. 

Another speaker spoke on the Party *s recruiting 
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program* He said that the Party should be prepared to 
answer satisfactorily questions by the youth, such as 
♦•What does the Party consist of'*, and "how does it affect 
him politically" . He said if these questions are answered 
correctly it will solve problems of recruiting youth. 

Another speaker pointed out that in the past year 
about 20 young people have been recruited into the Party 
in New York City alone. He said that some schools recently 
had refused to let Communists speak on the campus, but 
the students insisted on hearing them so they were able to 
speak to the students, which shows that the youth want to 
know more about Communism. He estimated that in the past 
year communists speakers had spoken to about 100,000 
students. 

Sunday's session ended about 2:00 PM. Before 
it ended a note was circulated to a select few advising 
them that a small meeting would be held afterwards on 
organization. This meeting was held on 26th Street off 
Madison Avenue, New York City, in what is believed to be 
the Cooper Hotel. Present at this meeting were:

There was a total of about 25 or 30 people present. 

The meeting began with criticisms by JIM LOOMIS of 
the Party's press. LOOMIS said he thought the articles in 
"The Worker" were too long and of a nature above the 
understanding of the paper. He said the articles were a 
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waste of space In the paper and many were not read by the 
people. . If the articles were cut down he believed the 
people would read then* He cited an Instance in a local 
press where short lines Made for easier reading* With 
such correction he felt subscriptions to the paper would 
double* 

JAMES JACKSON answered LOOMIS' criticism of 
"The Worker" • He said the Party's press is in a bad state — 
it is wired together with spit and glue, and it is unable to 
hire experienced pressmen and rewrite men* The paper is 
published in 3 parts on as many separate days and the 
pressmen have to work at night in different locations, and 
the paper is brought to one point for assembling, and then 
it is distributed. He said that all this put together 
spells difficulty. 

PHIL BART pointed out to those present that 
Mew Jersey, despite being a weak district, has completed 
its first half of "The Worker" drive. He said there are 
some large industrial districts that have not come up to 
what the comrades in New Jersey have done. Another comrade 
spoke up and said that the problems in his district were no ! 
different than New Jersey's problems; namely, many in his 
district are elderly people who don't get around well, etc* 

PAT TOOHEY criticized the Negro Commission for 
holding a meeting on Friday. June 22, 1962, prior to the 
first session on Friday night, without notifying the New 
Jersey delegation because New Jersey has an important 
comrade they wanted to attend the meeting of the Negro 
Commission. TOOHEY reported that New Jersey had recruited 
some people into the Party, and on Party organization New 
Jersey has in Newark a Central, Ward which can be called 
little Harlem. There was a club in the Central Ward which 
was found later to be composed of members who had reached 
the middle class and were living as far as 3 miles from the 
Ward. TOOHEY said this club was abolished and now a new 
club is being formed in that Ward made up of people who live 
there. TOOHEY said New Jersey's contribution to the Fund 
Drive was $1100.00 which was received at TOOHEY *s Testimonial 
Dinner. Besides the $1100.00 TOOHEY said that another $1300.00 
was obtained from the sale of tickets to the dinner. He said 
there were people at this dinner who had never been to a 
progressive affair before. 
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DANNY, in charge of youth, reported that New York 
bad recruited about 30 young people in the past year and the 
goal for next year is 250 people. .DANNY reported that JESUS 
COLON has fifteen young people that be teaches weekly . . 

CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT reported that he, JIM JACKSON; 
and WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, after September 15, will sake 
themselves available to any club in any- district in the 
United States to speak on Negro recruitment; He said that 
in December another Negro Commission meeting would be called 
and it would evaluate the progress made in Negro recruitment t

On June 23, 1962, it was learned that Gus Hall had 
issued instructions that $3,000 of Communist Party (CP) funds 
wore to be immediately made available for transmittal to Carl 
Winter in Detroit, Michigan. It was understood at the time 
that Winter was to sake use of these funds in connection with i 
the publication of the magazine "Labor Today." Xt was also 
understood that these funds were to be withdrawn from certain 
CP reserve funds maintained by the Party in Hew Tork City? At 
the tine he made the decision regarding this substantial 
disbursement of Party money, Ball indicated he had decided upon 
this figure since it was his opinion that if he did not do so, 
there would be subsequent additional requests for funds* Hall 
also noted that he felt Winter was a cautious person and, 
accordingly, he would see to it that the money was utilized to 
its best advantage and he held no fears that it would be squan- 
dered by him. 

On June 26, 1962, it was learned that since Morris 
Chllds was returning to Chicago on that date, he had been 
requested to make a stopover in Detroit for the purpose of 
contacting Winter and to furnish him with the above described 
money. 

During the afternoon of June 26, 1962 , Chllds departed 
Mew York City by air and upon his arrival at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, according to previous arrangements, he 
was met by Carl and Helen Winter. These individuals then pro- 
ceeded to a restaurant located at the airport where Chllds made 
the delivery of the $3,000 to Carl Winter. Winter, when he 
was informed that Hall had approved a sum of $3,000 and that 
sum was, in fact, being delivered to him, stated he was pleasantly 
surprised since he had not anticipated financial assistance to 
that extent at this time. During the brief ensuing discussion, 
participated in by Carl Winter, the topic of conversation 
generally related to the magazine "Labor Today." Here, Winter 
noted that Charles Walters, the Editor of "Labor Today," had 
recently been to Chicago where he had spoken to approximately 
sixteen trade unionists and had lined these individuals up 
and secured some unspecified agreement of help for the publica- 
tion.

While Chllds and Helen Winter renained together at 
the airport for the full period of Chllds * stopover in Detroit, 
Carl Winter left after approximately 30 minutes* Subsequently, 
lit was learned that one reason for Winter's departure at that 
tine. was that he had intended to rejoin an individual by the 
nans of Taud Bennett, a CP member fron Indiana, who bad cose 
to the airport with his and his wife. Bennett, however, was 
unaware of the Identity of the individual or individuals; who 
Winter planned to sect and did not participate la any phase 
of the meeting. 

After Carl Winter had departed, Chllds and Helen 
Winter continued their discussion. Sere, Winter noted she 
was particularly interested in ascertaining whether there had 
been any decision nade at the national Office of the CP, USA 
on the natter related to the saking available of and the 
auditing of books of the Party regarding financial records. 
In response to her inquiry, Chllds was heard to note that 
apparently no additional action had been taken on this natter. 
Se further mentioned that in a recent discussion with Phil 
Bart, Bart had noted that he had recently appeared in a U.S. 
tax court. At the time of his appearance, Bart stated he 
denied the existence of any books or records by the CP, USA. 
Accordingly, Chllds noted that he had Interpreted this to mean 
that the Party will not attempt to work out a set of new books 
to cover the past record of financial payments and receipts. 
In this same discussion, Chllds noted that Bart had also again 
expressed great concern and was worried about the manner of 
recording those funds still being funneled into the Party for 
its normal operations. 

In other discussion between Chllds and Winter, it was 
learned that Elizabeth Qurley Plynn has made plans to travel 
to Detroit and will be in that area for the period of July 4 
through approximately July 8, 1962.

The fact we are here is a source of inspiration 
and confidence and proof that we are an indestructible force 
and that nothing can destroy us. 

On June 7th in New Tork, John Abt stated in effect 
"Democratic forces of our land are beginning to understand how 
fortunate it was that the CP took the historic decision not to 
lay down and die but took up the fight back." It is good that 
the CP rejected the advice given by some to dissolve for unless 
we do, we will be smashed. The CP also rejected the ictea to 
wait and at and pat so as to see what happens. Instead, the CP 
took the historic decision to defend the Bill of Rights and 
the Constitution—to fight back and take their case to the 
people. We have now reached a point where we have worked out 
a system of organizational flexibility. 

Let us review this past year. We have conducted 
a legal fight on a high plane which has been excellent. The 
fight back by the Party has been the best In history and this 
mass fight back was effective because it not only was defensive 
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but was also a political offensive, This has shown that the 
CP was not merely a defense organisation* 

What have been our accomplishments? The CP inner 
unity has been welded firm. This took place during the fight-* 
back campaign. In this same period, the left remnant has 
, been destroyed* The CP has spoken to more people than ever 
before. The CP has a new and higher status among the broad 
circles of people which is illustrated by the June 7th meeting. 
We are now a factor amongst the trade unions, the Negro, etc. 
We have broken through our isolation, especially amongst the 
youth. We have made headway against the ultra-right and the 
Hitler-like fascists have been exposed* Finally, the CP, as a" 
unit, is slowly growing, especially amongst the youth. These 
are great accomplishments, especially because they happened 
during the fight back for the Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights. 

The best fighters are those who are politically 
conscious. This is our contribution* We brought back depth and 
clarity to the fight for the Constitution and Bill of Rights. 
We explained the Mc Carran Law and similar bills as accompa- 
niments of the cold war, as an Instrument of the cold war which 
had built-in features for a hot war. 

I have simplified the tasks before us because my 
pamphlet contains fuller views* Briefly, we will underscore 
but not deal with trade union work, the Negro, youth, electoral

4. The action of the Attorney General's order, on the 
ten cited under the Mc Carran Act;* ' 

5. The President's signing of the amendment on the 
Smith Act is significant; 

6. The U.S. invasion of Thailand and settlement in 

Laos; 

7. Primary election results in several states. 

The invasion of Thailand and attimpts at atomic explo- 
sions in outer space is carrying us close to the brink and 
brands this administration as aggressive. These attempts, 
though failures, are criminal and lawless just the same. They 
are playing with life itself. If an explosion takes place it 
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.can affect humanity. All scientists are against it but they 
are ignored by the Kennedy Administration* Now, we not only 
have the question of nuclear war by accident and planes, loaded 
w*th nuclear warheads flying around the clock, year round, subs 
loaded with A-bombs prowling the, seas, rocket ramps loaded and 
ready, but we have Irresponsible, aggression by the Kennedy 
Administration. This must be emphasized so that we can expose 
these moves. We must become, more effective on exposing the 
present nuclear tests and cry about detection. Not a single 
competent scientist sits on the President's committee. 

On disarmament the U.S. did not even present a plan 
for disarmament, only an outline draft. We must be more effec- 
tive in exposing Mc Namara's plan on the use of nuclear weapons 
for military objectives. Obviously, this shows the U.S. , does 
not expect an invasion but rather preparing to invade others. 
The U.S., therefore, is against disarmament. We must not only 
expose but develop movements. Our level of struggle for peace 
is lagging and we must raise it higher. Broad masses of people 
are waiting for this leadership. 

There is no contradiction in working for specific 
issues of the masses while at the same time explaining general 
basic issues. If we do not add basic explanations and issues to 
the peace movement, we will be stagnant. We don't have to be 
sectarian to raise the level of the thinking of the people. 

During the last six weeks, this Administration has been 
acting as if it had been put on probation by big business—now 
it is pressuring labor. 

Since we are saying harsh things about this Adminis- 
tration, should we change our tactics? No. Should we quit 
pressure to change the direction of this Administration? No. 
Our approach to the Ooldwaters, the Dodds Is that they cannot 
and will not change. But the Kennedy Administration, like the 
FDR Administration, is under pressure to change. Mass movements 
and pressure are asking for change. Our approach should not be 
mere condemnation, but a demand for change in direction. 

On the politics of economic developments. , This is a 
new difficult problem. We are forced to discuss this. We are not 
saying that U.S. capitalism is at a dead end. We need new Marxist 



ideas of U.S. economic development. The , post-war dogmatic 
study of this subject has downgraded Marxist political -economy 
and we did not give battle to the false idea that "Marxist 
economic ideas do not apply to the U.S. " These ideas hisve 
taken root even in our own movement. These sterile formulas 
have never been part of our arsenal of Marxism.'

It is too early to draw conclusions from the stock 
market crash but we can discuss what brought it about. The 
stock market tumble is not due to manipulations or politics 
but does reflect real economic changes. , For example , this is 
not the year 1929. An economic cycle of crises does not have 
to repeat itself as in that year. We must find what is new 
in the present economic situation and cycle. The basic cause 
of the stock market tumble is due to the long-range economic 
outlook. It's the end of the post-war economic period and 1 
boom. If the U.S. had not remained undevastated after World 
War II, all of the world capitalism would have crashed. But 
the U.S. had the material and the financial base to save 
capitalism and rebuild its military machine. Tills was the 
foundation of the boom for capitalism during the cold war. All 
plans were geared to this development. Now, the stock market 
is only one of the signals. U.S. corporations Increased capital 
expenditures abroad 20 per cent while at hone increased it only 
,4 per cent* This has led to competition and over-capacity and 
a cutback of capital expenditures, etc. in the U.S. Today, 
there are five million unemployed. Developments in Canada are 
reflective of this situation. The colonial revolution has 
further narrowed the base of capitalism. The development of 
socialism has taken a billion people out of the orbit of 
capitalism. Mow? the traditional features of capitalism will 
develop under this now situation. 

The dog-e&t-dog nature of capitalism will now come 
Into play. The relations between the U.S., France, Germany, 
etc. are different and are now being discussed with these 
governments by Secretary Rusk. The stock market reflected 
this also, that is, a changed relationship between the U.S.' 
and these capitalist countries. 

On the drain of gold. If the world today' wanted 
gold for dollars, the Wall Street Journal recently said the 
U.S. would be six billion dollars short of meeting the 
obligation. 
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' The percentage of - unemployment Is now the highest ever 
for a boom period* This building (construction) boom will also 
collapse following the stock market trouble ♦ The Clague state- 
ment on the coming depression seemed to alarm Washington* more > 
than a declaration of war* War pressures will Increase as the 
only way out* Frustrations of capitalism will grow and attempts 
will be made to keep Its military domination* Mergers will 
speed up and monopoly capital will grow* We will lay hold of , 
these Issues and use them* 

On the ultra-right. This Is a central point of focus. 
New developments show that the demaguguery right-wing has 
mustered a big vote* The Goldwater stock Is high and he will 
try to take over the GOP* We must show that the FBI, House 
Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) and local red. squads 
are cover-ups and assistance for the right-wing and fascists* 
The HCUA and FBI lend their files for slander and political 
allegations* In Ohio, the ultra-right took over one State AFL* 
CIO Council — this is subversion on the part of the ultra- 
right* We heed a more crystallized form for the fight against 
the ultra-right* What has been done concretely to fight the 
ultra-right s to form a united front against fascist movements? 
What are our weaknesses? Mainly, it is resistance to organiza- 
tion In our movement* Cadre will agree on the policy of left 
unity but, as an example, amongst youth, some Comrades are 
against left youth organization - Marxist youth organizations 
or a separate youth division, etc* The same is true in the field 
of peace* The same is true in the trade union movement! where 
Comrades say they are for the idea but not for organization* 
Ideas must have organizational forms or backing,, otherwise, 
they are like unharnessed energy in physics* This opposition 
to organization Is not a form of security - the answer for 
security is organization* ' 

On the New York elections, no opposition has been 
raised to Rockefeller* The Democratic Party is not campaigning, 
yet, there Is no initiative to get a left or united candidate 
into this field*

Frances Gabow Elsie from Boston 
The first speaker was identified as Anthony Krchmarek, 
who discussed the recent appearance of the' Bouse Committee on 
Dn-American Activities (HCUA) in Cleveland, and gave a general 
rundown of their activities at that time. He condemned the 
Committee *s behaviour, particularly in the 'manner in which they 
had Issued open subpoenaes to shop workers. For the first time, 




he noted, the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) vent into 
notion and supplied counsel for the witnesses, ^There was strong 
reaction to the hearings from hundreds of people- in the Clove* 
land area and newspapers were swamped with letters protesting'^ 
those hearings. Re commented that the Committee was on the p 
defensive and Mentioned that there was a lot of talk going 
around, that "stool pigeons** had: exposed themselves against the 
wishes of the FBI. . V 1 

Krchnarek then remarked that Ous and Arnold had 
"busted" into Cleveland and held big press conferences which 
had exposed the HCUA and the true nature of the hearings. This 
sore by Ous and Arnold had raised the morale in Cleveland and 
he personally wished to thank then for cosing "uninvited**. 

The next speaker was Bob Thompson, who covered the 
topic of trade union work. He noted that very few in the trade 
union cadre are satisfied with our status in the trade unions. 
This is a situation of long standing and is frustrating, but 
there are good days ahead as a result of the new situation in 
the United States and the world. There is, however, no use in 
looking back for "the good old days**. The solution to the 
trade union problem lies in our capacity for leadership in the 
trade unions, on closer ties with our* cadre in the trade unions 
and a Modernisation of our work and tactics in the trade unions 
We need to find sons ant i-noaopoly solution for the working 
class. A new situation exists in the labor movement around the 
demands'. for the shorter work week with the same pay. This is 
shaping UP in the building trades as well as in the United Auto 
Workers (UAW) demand for a 30 hour week with 40 hour pay and 
also in the Teamsters demand for a 35 hour week, Meaaey also 
speaks' for the 35 hour work week and' this situation represents 
a basic demand of the labor movement. All this shows an 
advance and a break with the Administration that is against 
the move, 

Thompson then asked' what can the Communist Party (CP), 
do? We must raise the shorter hour work week demand to a new 
level. This struggle will be heard and the left must have a 
certain outlook and know where the initial breakthrough can be 
made. We must have a policy of concentration. The basic 
tactical outlook has to be that this breakthrough can be made , 
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in contract negotiations in tbo auto industry by the UAW in 
1964, In the auto Industry, the 30*40*60 movement has a good 
background. We must not approach this as a factional issue 
but it should be done through the Souther caucus In the UAW; 
This will be the first major test in the labor movement and 
will deoida if wo can change and Influence the trade unions. 

Another issuo that the CP must tako up is the alli- 
ance of the trade union movement with the Negro people. There 
'crust be now forms of alliance since the Negro people's movement 
is now different and at a higher level than in the past. The 
unions must bo made sympathetic to the plight of the Negro, 

Dorothy Bealey then followed and covered the topic of 
^the recent California elections. She noted that in California 
there was a now ballot form which denied the former crossing 
over into other parties; however, there were a lot of write in 
votes in the last election. In the last primary, 70 per cent 
of the GOP registered voters went to the polls whereas only 49 
per cent of the registered Democrats voted. 

On the ultra«rlght, their strength cannot be measured 
by the GOP vote. Shell, Nixon's opponent in the gubernatorial 
race in that primary, received 34 per cent of the total 
Republican vote cast, however, in some counties polled over 
SO per cent. Some Bir&hites were nominated for the first time 
and the anti«<&munist amendment which would outlaw the Party 
won 600,000 votes. This is evidence of the power of the right* 
When the "chips are down" the rich people, "particularly the ^ 
oil interests, will support Nixon "their boy", 

William Albertson then spoke briefly on the New York 
State political situation. Be noted there were increasing 
pressures on Governor Rockefeller to move further to the right,' 
Be also mentioned that there was a new conservative party in the 
making and that It has but one objective and that is to defeat 
Senator Javits because ho is a liberal, has voted for civil 
rights, is to the left of Kennedy, and has taken a position 
against the ultralight. This new party or group wants to get 
Rockefeller to adopt their platform, 

Carl Winter then spoke briefly about the forthcoming 
Michigan elections. 
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Arnold Johnson spoke on the pence movement. Be 
stated that the new pamphlet of Gus Hall, "End The Cold War", 
was to be sailed to 1600 prominent people today who represent 
the opinion makers in the United States* Be accused ar moment 
companies of paying the bills for much of the mass of war 
monger ing literature which was being disseminated today*, He 
called upon the CP to pass, on and distribute the huge amounts 
of peace literature available today* He noted that there is ,, 
a lot of this material around and even if "we" disagree with 
this point or that point which is set forth, we should use it. „ 

William L» Patterson followed and spoke on the recent 
national Negro Commission meeting which had been held on June 
22, 1962, before this meeting convened* Be noted that he felt 
it was the most important meeting of its kind ever held. Be 
summed up the conference by noting that its main discussions, 
were concerned with the possibilities of bringing the Negro 
masses into the CP and to the finding of ways of influencing; 
the Negro ideologically* 

Fred Blair spoke briefly, wherein he stressed the • 
point that there had been too much talk and too little action 
4u the CP on the matter of recruiting* Be said too much time 
is lost between decision and organisation* 

At this point the m eeting recessed for lunch; When 
it reconvened, ! I served as Chairman and Irving 

Potash delivered the main report, which dealt with trade union b7c 
work*

James Tormey was the first speaker, who noted that 
this meeting was being held under the auspices of the Gus Ball- 
Ben Davis Defense Committee, His remarks in general were 
directed against the McCarran Act, Be noted that the Kennedy 
administration had taken a number of steps to implement the 
McCarran Act on a number of fronts; ' through indictments, in 
passport cases, the citing of ten Communist members and the 
signing of the recent Smith Act Amendment* Tormey praised the 
recent Assembly held in New York City, protesting against the 
McCarran Act and he felt that it had stimulated much activity 
from Which committees had sprung into action and petitions 
issued. He noted that even the ACLV is more active in offering 
counsel. 

According to Tormey, the task of the Gus Ball-Ben 
Davis Defense Committee will also include the need of taking 
up the defense of the ten cited* Party people, as well as the 
cases of Gus Ball and Ben Davis, 
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The battle, Tormey claimed, against the McCarran Act 
can be won*, To beat the McCarran Act we will have to use two 
approaches, namely, 1) the development of the mass movement, 
2) hold a number of conferences on the McCarran Act; As regards 
the conferences on the McCarran Act, he noted that it was 
already^planned that three conferences, one on the West Coast, 
one in the Midwest, and one in New York City, would be held 
shortly after Labor Day* In addition, he mentioned there would 
be a consul tive conference held in Washington, D.C. , when 
Congressreconvemes * next January 3, All civil liberty and defense 
organisations will be represented and the conference will 
represent an anti.HUAC mobilization; 

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn, who was identified as Chairman 
of the Ous Hall»Ben Davis Defense Committee, then followed! with 
some brief comment* According to Flynn, we are not defending 
the CP as described in the McCarran Act, since the CP we talk 
about is a different one. Accordingly, Flynn stated she wanted 
to make it clear that our CP will not register in the manner 
described in the McCarran Act* She then expressed the urgent 
need for defense funds by noting that the lawyers aiding in 
the fight have not as yet been paid. 

Jamais Jackson then followed with remarks related to 
the legal case involving "The Worker"* 

"The Worker" is an East Coast 
Communist newspaper* 

Archie Brown then followed with..some remarks in which 
he stated he was not sure that our line of the Party as related 
to the Kennedy administration was correct* If it was, he noted, 
it needed some sharpening up and less fuzzlness. 



In regard to the communication he had sent previously 
to Premier Khrushchev relating to the resumption; of nuclear 
testing, Brown defended this move and noted he had sent a similar 
communication to President Kennedy; He maintained that this 
action had been a good tactical move for the American "Communists* 



On the topic of recruiting, Brown mentioned that they 
had' recently gotten a couple of recruits but immediately they 
were visited by the FBI* He felt in- this regard that while we 
must give such new recruits security, we must also explain to 

them that there was some risk* 
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Miriam Fried lander then spoke briefly oa the topic of 
the defense organisations and their duties. She was followed by 
Ben Davis | who spoke on a number of items of a general nature* 

At this point Gus Ball took the floor to deliver his 
summary speech for the entire conference* The essence of his 
remarks were as follows; 

The form of this conference was badly organised* We 
should have subdivided into smaller circles and groups to 
discuss things more concretely* Nevertheless , this was a 
stimulating meeting and can put the entire Party on a new and 
higher plane of work* We should also remember that we had a 
historic and enlarged Negro Commission the day this conference 
opened that contributed to our work* 

The economic slump , as exemplified in the stock 
market, has brought out many economic theories* Both Parties 
are blaming each other for the situation, but we can emphasize 
that capitalism and the continuation of the cold' war is to blame 
for the economic situation* 

We can take, advantage of this economic situation and 
utilize it for the mass education of the people, The press 
reports that the Kennedy administration is very much concerned 
about the economy and instead of off ering"mere stop gap" measures, 
is now suggesting more fundamental solutions and changes to 
bolster the economy* 

What should we do? i) We should be prepared to offer 
policy and demands; for example, we should ask for a 35 hour 
week or shorter without reductions in pay (and we should urge 
this as a policy to be adopted by X he Kennedy administration)} 

2) We should demand the adoption of a new minimum wage law 
asking for ho less than an "average wage of $2,50 per hour; ' 

3) We should declare moratorium oh our national ' debt and use 
the $50, 000, 000, 000 'for armament and use $15,000,000,000 spent 
in foreign aid for the bolstering of the economy; 4) Taxes on 
incomes up to $10,000 a* year should be cut; 5) We 'should demand 

a world trade pact to open trade with the Socialist countries and 
the undeveloped countries* This demand should be formulated like 
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Khrushchev outlined recently while on tour; 6) We should 
demand a cut In prices of all goods; 7) We could raise the 
demand for the nationalisation of all industries that receive 
government subsidies « 

This I call an outline or direction for a policy— 
not the final formulation of policy and demands* 

X would agree with Archie Brown and others who said 
that there may be some fuzziness in our tactic regarding the 
Kennedy administration* It is true and this fuzziness will 
continue because the situation isa the country is not a static 
one and naturally , the administration reacts to things and 
as they react , we must have an attitude and take a stand* But 
we should keep in mind that this Kennedy administration is an 
administration of big business although It is not fascist* 
The only way to influence this administration or to change its 
direction or to make it change its policies, is to work with 
the people to convince them to push Kennedy and at the same 
ttm fight the ultra«rlght that is pushing Kennedy in another 
direction* Within the context of this tactic we sharpen our 
approach and attitude towards this administration on one issue 
or another , and we win the masses for what is policy in their 
interest* 

On the trade union question, we do have some 
differences of emphasis as brought out in the discussion here* 
But, first on the general approach to mass work, let us begin, 
with the problems we face in the field of youth work* There 
is an upsurge Is this movement* The upsurge amongst the 
youth is in the initial stage of the wave* In the youth 
movement the forms of organization vary and aro different* 
It would, therefore, be a mistake to force our preconceived ' 
ideas of organization upon this movement or any other movement* 
We should learn from the experience of farmers* A farmer 
plants a lot of seeds* Then nature and the farmer' thin the 
seeds out* The farmer sees which is the strongest, how 
crowded they are, and that if nature does not crowd out the 
weak ones, the farmer will pull them out* That should be our 
approach to organizational forms* Politics will take care of 
some forms. Then Marxists will utilize whatever forms may be 
handy and useful, and we will use our Judgment as to the kind 
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of organizational forms that are most successful; therefore, 
flexibility is the maximum in organisation* The farmer does 
not only leave it to nature in thinning his planting; therefore, 
we will not leave it to nature. But he does not Ignore nature* 

There is a new wave of activity and militancy in the 
trade union movement* We have to react to this activity* We 
can sight' the activities of the Teamsters Union in many parts 
of the country* We see the growing picket lines wherever 
there are strikes, as in the New York hospital strike where 
the trade union leadership for the first time in a long time 
Joined a picket line, making concessions to the militancy of 
the workers, the rank and file* In the South the trade unions 
are active in the voter registration campaign* The trade unions 
are Interested in this, particularly, the longshoremen and 
teamsters* We have other examples where labor councils are 
passing resolutions against the anti-Communist crusades like 
the Schwartz Schools, etc* la this context, we should discuss 
left forms of organization but we should not box ourselves in 
since in trade unions there will be varied forms of organization. 
In the HAW we should give consideration to its history* Plenty 
of people in that union will move along with us* In some other 
unions, a left formation will be necessary* In the trade unions 
the Communists must always show to the rank and file that our 
only interest is in their organizations, the question of leader- 
ship or obtaining leadership is secondary* 

Each left wing formation will reflect the level of 
the organization that it works in. We have to work in the 
trade unions, both with advanced policies and with vehicles 
that are there and those that we can create to put these policies 
into effect* 

There is an idea prevalent amongst the people of 
the United States that we Communists are foreign agents. This 
idea must be disproved. Therefore, we have to discuss and 
clarify our relationships with the socialist world; In the 
hundreds of questions that I was asked during my tour across 
the country, the question asked most frequently and I call it 
question Number 1, is what is our attitude towards the Soviet 
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Union and the other Socialist countries and are we not merely 
echoing these foreign countries* A denial is not enough' and 
if you leave it at that, it is very rarely accepted by the 
people* However , people will accept a rational explanation 
which we night put as follows: 

First of all. we are Americans but we are partisans 
of socialism. We are interested in the experience of those 
who are building socialism. Also, we do have a social science- 
Marxism, This social science is used to solve problems* The 
Soviet Union uses the same social science as we do) therefore, 
we have something in common in that science. We follow this 
argument through by showing that socialism is a peaceful \ 
system; that capitalism is a breeder of war* The second 
question that is most frequently asked is when have you ever 
disagreed with the Soviet Union* On this, X relate that at 
the time the Soviet Union began its nuclear tests, we issued 
a historical statement and made a historic decision. We said 
at that time in our statement that we are against, all testing, 
and then we pointed out we are Americans f irst bujt secondly we 
are partisans of socialism. But why did we resort to the 
second explanation? Because when the Kennedy administration 
began to move toward mobilisation of the potential of the 
United States for war during the Berlin crisis, we had to 
explain this to the American people and, of course, while we 
are against all testing, we had to explain that the Soviet 
Union had no choice but to be prepared to meet this mobilisation 
Xn this context, Archie Brown's letter was not so bad but the 
mistake was that there were two letters* There was a letter to 
Khrushchev and a letter to Kennedy and by the time the letter 
to Kennedy received publicity, both letters were distorted* 
Of course, the letter had some weaknesses— that it did aot 
show the Marxist way out— the Marxist explanation of the 
testing, etc* 

As X travel across the country and get reports, X 
have found that the demand for printed Marxist material is 
fantastic* Svery book store has a special shelf. How people 
are always asking for material. Many companies are now putting 
out paperback editions of Marxist works and people eat it up. 
Our approach Is still like in the old past* I am glad to 
report, however, that we have a new program and that the Party 
is going to put out much more Marxist material than before* 
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It ic wy opinion that Khrushchev should not have 
talked about the American people raising the "Red" flag someday. 
We do not agree with this* When the tine comes, the Anerican 
people will decide upon what kind of a flag they want for 
themselves. Maybe they will want to keep the stars and stripes. 

On recruiting, X admit there are problems in this 
connection* It is not a simple thing to recruit, but sore 
Important is the need to convince the Party that recruiting is 
necessary. Once the Party membership is convinced, then we 
will solve all problems in connection with this. If we continue 
to wait for what some people call security guarantees, we will 
never recruit. This does not say that we should be without , 
plans for recruiting. X think we should work out detailed plans 
for recruiting, but most important is to continue to recruit. 

I an critical of this meeting. X believe it should 
not have devoted so much attention to defense, but should have • 
discussed the problems of the day, particularly those raised 
in my report. However, X would say once again that on a whole 
this was an inspiring and very important meeting that will raise 
the work of our Party t6 its highest level. 

Here ended Hall's summary. 

After Hall's remarks were concluded, the motion was 
made and approved to endorse both the original import and 
summary of Gus Hall and have it printed and sent to the various 
Party districts. 

The meeting adjourned at 2:30 p.m.

" On June 10, 1962, after a preliminary phone call, 
GEORGE MEYERS, Communist Party (CP) District Board 
member, drove to the home of JACOB GREEN, CP District 
Board member, 25W Lauretta Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, 
arriving at about 6:50 p.m.

GREEN then said that MARCUS MC BRIDE, CP member, had 
Just returned from North Carolina and had been told 
by people down there that they had not received any 
copies of "The Worker" for the past three weeks. He 
added that BOB LEE had been assigned the responsibility 
and apparently they had not carried it out. 

GREEN then said that he had sent a letter to New York to 
JAMES LUSTIG, Editor of "The Worker", indicating that 
GREEN was now in charge of the local Freedom of the Press. 

GREEN then said that it was imperative to do something to 
raise 'money for "The Worker" and suggested they have a social 
affair and also suggested a mimeographed request for 
contributions should be produced by the Tarty and 
enclosed with each copy of "The Worker" that was sent out. 
MEYERS approved the latter idea and admitted that he had 
been spending a lot of his own money to pay for The 
Worker." He said he had reported a lot of subscriptions 
to "The Worker" which he was actually paying for. He 
said that he and LEE had been covering up. 

GREEN then said that they owed contributions and sustaining 
money to the CP National Center. MEYERS agreed saying that 
the National leadership had been criticizing him because of 
it. 

GREEN then said that he was going to send a letter to 
North Carolina and ask the people down there who were 
supposed to receive "The Worker" what had happened. 

GREEN then went on to say that he understood a year or 
so ago that he was to be assigned to work in the South 
but had not heard anything aboutit in the past year; 
He said he would like to go to North Carolina and 
speak to some of these people who were reading The 
Worker." 

MEYERS then said that when they went to New York in a 
week or so, he and GREEN would discuss it with the 
National leadership. He then added -that he was 
having trouble with JAMES JACKSON who refused to put 
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MEYERS articles in "The Worker." 

GREEN then said that he would contact BOB LEE and 

relieve him of all responsibility in connection 

with distribution of "The Worker 11 or mailing out of "The 

Worker." 

MEYERS then stated that they had had a good discussion 
and that there was growing pressure from New York as to 
what was actually going on in Baltimore. He said he was 
afraid to face up to it. 

MEYERS then left at about 8:10 p.m." 

This memo has been compared with the informant's 
original statement and it is accurate in substance.

On 6/29/62, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date, 
a meeting of leading CP functionaries x*as held in the third 
floor board room at CP Headquarters, New York City, According 
to the source, the meeting concerned Itself primarily with 
the "Committee" (believed referring to the Citizens Committee 
For Constitutional liberties). Among those in attendance were: 
v JPHIL BART, MIMI FRIEDUlNDER, JAMES TORMEY, ROBERT THOMPSON, 
SACK STACHEL, BETTY GANNETT, WILLIAM L, PATTERSON. 



MIMI FRIEDLANDER ooened the discussion and commented 
that when the "Committee" ( CCFCL) was first established, there 
was some confusion on how to coordinate and concentrate the 
McCarran Act campaign. She said that she would concentrate 
on the question of the McCarran Act itself. The question at 
the outset was to determine if it was necessary to develop 

and establish, a left grouping This was a conscientious 

effort to maintain and help the Committee in the involvement 
of Party and non-Party forces to fight the McCarran Act, as 
well as to stimulate and coordinate other activities of other 
civil liberties forces in the field.

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Many of the national groups were ready to work with 
"us" and were accepted. When it was established that this 
"Committee" would fight the McCarran Act, it was established 
as a basis of relationship. The national leadership of the 
American Civil Liberties Union has helped stimulate certain 

actions and relationships It even goes into the 

Socialist Party forces and with NORMAN THOMAS. The ECLC 
developed in this general way, there were activities with 
other groups and organizations in order to coordinate 
activities. 

The Youth Director of the ECLC constantly is asking 
to work with a "foreign native resident" on the principle of 
an international scale. The Committee has met with a number 
of people from the different counties and efforts have been 
made and discussed in order to build up their work.,..* 
"We" have added correspondence in 38 different states, asking 
for material and information..... The Committee has to enter 
into a new organizing committee in order to strengthen the 
work against the- McCarran Act. 

FR2EDLANDER noted that many areas have not developed 
their work, but since work is being done in each borough in 
New York, "we" should offer to work with a coordinating 
committee 

"We" have a Students 1 Committee which has been 
growing and getting stronger and it has people to work 
with in different parts of the country. They are raising 
questions concerning the possibility of helping to stimulate 
students for constitutional liberties, etc. Another aspect 
of the work is the trade union work. "I" see no reason why 
a trade union committee cannot be developed. 

FRIEDLANDER said that she would like to ask for 
general agreement on this kind of an approach. Concerning 
electorial work, she said it was possible to develop a full 
national campaign in which members of the Congress would 
have to take a stand on civil liberties. She noted that 
they had a rally on June 1, past, and that another one is 
planned later on.

Informant noted that at this point, FRIEDLANDER 
discussed the financial arrangements pertaining to the 
Committee, but that she utilised the added security of the 
blackboard and much of this information was not available 
to the informant* 

5RIEDIANDER did comment that "our committee" 
needs $42,000 and that there was some money coming in in 
an organised fashion. She noted that debts have been 
accruing since November, amounting to approximately $2,500 for 
advertising, loans, etc. 

JAMES TORMEY commented that in his opinion a 
tremendous amount of work had been done by the Committee 
and he speculated that a lot of civil liberties people would 
come in and work with them on a non-partisan basis. He 
cautioned, however, that they should be careful that the 
ECLC does not take over and play down the Party >s role in 
this matter. TORMEY felt that there should be a broad 
sponsorship beyond what they have now and that this could 
be done if they were able to develop relationships with 
certain new people. TORMEY commented' that many people who 
will not contribute to the Hall-Davis Defense Committee will 
contribute to the Citizens Committee in order to fight 
against the McCarran Act. 

BETTY GANNETT stated that the local committees 
started out well but are faltering because of inadequate 
leadership and also because "we" have not and cannot 
give them direct leadership, She said that it was an absolute 
must that all these local committooe be coordinated. It was 
her oninior. th^t- fcac citizens Committee should be based in 
J**™ *brk City and New York State in order to attain leadership 
and prominence, GANNETT related that if this was not done, 
"we" will end up with nothing. She said to accomplish "our" 
purposes, there must be coordination of activity and 
leadership. 

' PHIL BART commented that "we" decided that the 

"Committee" should be based in New York, but "we" were not yet 
in a position to coordinate some kind of a national organization 
like the Civil Rights Congress. 
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WILLIAM PATTERSON felt that the Citizens Committee 
had done a commendable Job in spite of its weaknesses ♦ He 
urged that both the Brooklyn Committees and the Queens 
Committees work together with the Citizens Committee. 

ROBERT THOMPSON expressed the opinion that the 
Committee needed a certain national character in order for 
it to develop a character similar to the ACLU. He said 
what "we" want to do is make the McCarran Act an Integral 
and important part of the activities of all organizations 
operating in the Civil Liberties field. He said there 
is a need to get the Civil Liberties Union to support the 
antl-McCarran Act as well as the need to get the Negro 
people Interested in the McCarran Act. THOMPSON noted that 
the HALL-DAVIS Defense Committee represents for the Party 
in the whole civil liberties field a certain coordinating 
role that cannot be played by any of the other Committees. 

MIMI FRIEDLANDER agreed that there was a need to 
work mainly in New York as far as the Committee was concerned, 
but added that there was also, a need to organize work in 
other areas of the country. She said that it was impossible for 
her to move around unless she is backed up. She noted that the 
"Committee" has established certain relationships but that it 
must be backed up and, in her opinion, they were not taking 
advantage of the opportunity to develop a stronger national 
center for coalition work. 

Informant advised that at this point, BETTY GANNETT 
interrupted FRIEDLANDER and in an angry tone stated that the 
Party policy developed in the defense field is not the policy 
of MIM«s (FRIEDLANDER), but is Party policy. FRIEDLANDER 
attempted to interrupt GANNETT, but GANNETT . shouted her down 
and said that without developing the work in New York on a 
broad base, we have nothing. GANNETT said "we" are not 
satisfied with the work that has been done in New York, 
and that every time a discussion is held and conclusions 
are arrived at, they are upset. She said "we" must ascertain 
the current Party policy in order to guarantee a clear line. 
GANNETT concluded by commenting that the Committee can have a 
national role, but it must be based in New York and should 
produce the kind of work that New York is capable of producing. 
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JAMES TORMEY added that no one is suggesting that 
the committee dissolve its national character, but the 
Committee has certain responsibilities to help build 
nationally, but "we" should agree both "policy wise" 
that the primary task now of this Committee is to establish 
a firm base in New York. This is a New York development 
primarily, not a national development, and, therefore, 
if "we" are to strengthen this Committee and strengthen 
our coalition work we must concentrate on New York. 

PHIL BART interrupted to add that they should 
I decide concretely what they want to do. 

JACK STACHEL said that they must decide first 
what our policy is, Ee noted that MIMI (PRIEDLANDER) is 
concerned about the national preatige of the organization, 
STACHEL said that the Committee can still have contacts with 
the ACHJ and ECLC, but that it must also have contacts with 
Manhattan, Bronx, Brooklyn, Westchester, etc. He noted that 
there was no point in going to Philadelphia to meet with 
15 people if 1, we" cannot organize people right here. He 
recommended that they set up a Committee to function on a 
permanent day to day basis. 

MIMI PRIEDLANDER said that she was in agreement 
with the concept that the main effort of the Committee in 
its day to day work be put in New York. It was suggested 
that they should delegate to the New York District the 
responsibility of working with the "Committee" and that 
those aspects of coordination outside the City of New York 
be done through the Commission. 

PRIEDLANDER, in answer to TORMEY said that 
she did not understand this type of organization. She 
elaborated by commenting that the Committee's work should 
be mainly in New York, but that she did not agree with 
JIM»s (TORMEY) approach that the national aspects of the 
work be handled by another body., 

The source advised that PHIL BART closed the 
discussion by commenting that the main policy will have 
to be worked out at a later/date and with further discussion.

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' This. -conference was called in consequence of 
a decision by a National Committee meeting held on 
May 9, 10, 11, 12 and .additional conferences with 
state representatives -on. 13 and 14, Hay, 1962. 

The decisions -and .policies annunciated at the - 
May meeting of the National Committee provided the base- 
of reports and discussions at this June meeting. 

For that reason there Is to be seen a striking 
similarity of "subjects discussed and decisions undertaken. 
Actually the main -meeting was held In May, and the June 
meeting must be construed as a confirmatory and approving 
and .larger gathering. 

The .May "meeting of the National Committee and 
Party leaders effects the present situation as permitting 
a, certain freedom of actlon-and activity. They believe 
the government -prosecution and various legal cases coming 
from the decision of the US Supreme Court upholding the 
McCarran Act have -now -settled, Into something of a lull 
during, which' time- the party and its leadership feel safe ; 
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to undertake the organization of certain meetings, conferen- 
ces and activities. They stated they did not know nor 
could they issue an Insurance policy upon how long the 
present period of lull would continue. However, if the 
least likelihood exists for "getting away with" the 
holding of various national and state conferences they 
were prepared to take this step as a calculated risk. 

In preparation for, the period ahead, the 
leadership analyzed matters as really requiring the 
holding of a national convention. The constitutional 
period for a party convention is now long past due. They 
decided against the holding of such a convention or even 
an open semi-public type of gathering as being too risky 
and possibly too provocative. They did require, however, ( 
the convening of some type of cadre or leadership gathering. 
To leave it go interminable would leave the leadership 
open to charges that it was bending before the McCarran 
Act whose essential aim was to liquidate the Party from 
functioning. The leadership desired to show that the 
Party continues to function but not take any adventurous 
risk which might jeopardize the security of the organiza- 
tion. 

They also required a leadership gathering for the 
purpose of "assessing the present situation." and to 
^outline prospectives for the period ahead. Thus, to 
show the membership that the leadership was not bending 
to the McCarran Act and the semi-illegallzation of the 
Party, to obtain a so-called larger and membership approval 
of certain policies and prospectives, to try to generate 
a greater spirit of enthusiasm and activity and to 
promulgate the elements of a policy line for the coming 
period, the National Committee meeting was convened in May. 

The May meeting was prepared with a certain 
considerable forethought and planning. Considerable 
thought and attention was given to working out the line 
which eventually emerged at that meeting. This line and 
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policy is exemplified in the long report submitted to the 
May meeting by Gus Hall which now appears under the title,, 
"End the Cold War", and various organizational and 
auxiliary policies and decisions. These policies and 
organizational objectives are now considered to be the 
calendar of activity and objectives for and by the Party 
for the immediate period ahead, probably until the end 
of the year. 

Therefore, it must be said the basic policy 
was formulated and adopted at the May meeting. 
Desiring a larger approval of the policy and to create 
the impression the Party continues to live and fight, 
the decision was adopted to convene a larger gathering 
for June. The leadership was uncertain for a considerable 
time what form and character to give the larger meeting. 
The essential understanding was that it would be a sub- 
stitute gathering for a Party national convention. 
However, this could not be publicly stated nor could the 
conference be publicly organized on that assumption. 
After much delay the National Board decided to convene.- 
the conference in the form of a semi -public "National 
Defense" conference. It was to have a semi-public 
character, seemingly it would have a legitimate and quite 
legal purpose of convening, but actually would be organized 
on a conflicted basis, the attendance would be of an 
invitational character and once the delegates were assembled 
the order of business would be turned into whatever subject 
desired. 

Therefore, the June meeting was convened as a 
"National Defense Conference", but in reality was a- national 
assembly of the National Committee, known State and 
District Party functionaries and selected Communist 
leaders functioning in various mass organizations. It 
^It wa3 a national gathering of top Communist Party cadre. 
No non-Communist persons were present. The base of the 
conference was the membership of the National Committee.

RUBIN, who spoke on youth matters. The above four spoke 
excessively on the subject matter.

Only two untoward incidents occurred at this- 
session which tended to mar the facade of unity and complete 
agreement on all questions. Something of a tiff 
took place between THOMPSON and POTASH. In his fifteen 
minute talk, THOMPSON chose the topic of, "Problems in 
the Labor Movement and How to Start Reconstituting a New 
Left Wing." The general approach of THOMPSON was that a 
new left wing could not arise in the labor movement on a 
policy of hostility and denunciation of the existing labor 
leadership. He believed progressives in the union could 
find many allies among the labor leadership and find it . 
possible to draw them into such a leftist coalition. He 
referred to the "REUTHER caucus" in the UAW and thought 
it not at all wrong for Communists and fellow travelers 
to "work within that caucus." The flavor of THOMPSONS 
discussion on this question sounded to old Party leaders 
as being of a "rightist" inclination; a line of kowtowing 
to the labor leadership and ignoring the rank and file 
who are considered the essential base for any such left 
wing opposition. 

Among other things, POTASH discussed was the view 
THOMPSON expressed. He energetically disagreed with 
THOMPSONS view. POTASH took a general attitude that a 
leftist opposition and new rank and file movement in the 
labor movement could not be generated by such a line of 
advocative vitality. The flavor of POTASH'S views was 
that a greater pressure must be brought against the labor 
leadership and if need be then that leadership is wrong, 
they should be criticized and even attacked. Only in 
such a way, he thought, would rank and file workers 
follow the Communists. 
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Later, when he made his summary speech, HALL 
ms obliged to recognize the dispute. One carefully 
listening to him had trouble determining if he favored 
one view or the other view. If he leaned in any direction, 
HALL tended to favor the THOMPSON view, but hedged his 
remarks in such a way as not to arouse the old-fashioned 

leftist crowd which still exercises a considerable 
weight in the Party and in Its leadership. This tiff 
between (THOMPSON and POTASH is reflective of the continued 
existence of considerable differences and antagonisms 
within the small core of, .the top national leadership. 

IBm ,„ T ,„^ T , he other tiff was due to a remark made by 
ARCHIE BROWN of San Francisco, in his talk. Speaking 
on the peace campaign, BROWN argued that the Party and 
American Communists must delineate their policy and views 
more clearly so that workers will understand what "we" 
believe in and, thus, will support "us." He thought the 
position of the CP on the question of resumption of nuclear 
tests was ambiguous in the eyes of the average American. 
He said if an American believes it immoral and wrong for 
the United States to conduct nuclear tests and atmospheric 
explosions, by the same standard he also considers this 
wrong for any other country to do the same, including the 
Soviet Union. He stated he had personally come under 
considerable criticism when the Soviet Union resumed its 
nuclear tests; an organization in San Francisco, of which 
BROWN is a member, decided to protest and send KHRUSHCHEV 
a telegram to that effect. This group asked BROWN to 
sign it and being an officer, he said he could not very 
well refuse to sign it. Therefore, a telegram of protest 
was sent to KHRUSHCHEV bearing the signature of a widely- 
known American Communist. 

The telegram was sent which the 22nd Congress 
of the CPSU was in session. ELIZABETH FLYNN later was 
heard to state the telegram was handed to her for advice 
how to handle it. She said she advised them not to 
answer it, whereupon, later, not hearing from Moscow, the 
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the group sending the telegram sent an inquiry to JOHN 
PITMAN, Moscow correspondent of "Tr 4 * Worker," wiring 
a copy of the original telegram and requesting PITMAN 
to personally try to obtain an Interview with KHRUSHCHEV 
or another Russian leader and have an ansiirer sent. 
FLYNN construed this as an attempt by ARCHIE to bring 
unwarranted outside pressure upon the Soviet leadership. 

No speaker touched on this subject except 
indirectly and inferential ly. When HALL made his summary 
remarks, he was obliged to keep on this question. He 
did so with a gentle but rather severe chiding and 
reprimand to ARCHIE for failing the understand the 
Communist position on this question. It looked, however, 
as though ARCHIE was unconvinced and remained unconvinced. 

Originally, it had been decided the discussion 
on the HALL speech would continue Saturday and Sunday, 
and Sunday evening HALL would then make his closing summary 
comments. Disturbed by the dry repetitious and dragging 
results of the discussion up to that point, HALL and 
several others decided to propose the subject be terminated 
at the close of Saturday's session, and HALL»s summary be 
given at that time. This was agreed to. They also proposed 
that the next day, Sunday, be dedicated largely to a 
discussion of the defense movement and the legal position 
of the Party. This was also agreed to. The meeting then 
adjourned to reconvene later in the form of a social and 
testimonial to ARCHIE BROWN. 

The entire meeting moved from the Academy Hall 
. on Broadway and 14th Street to the Festival Bar and Hotel 
on West 26th Street, where this testimonial was held. 
In addition to the body of the conference, perhaps 
another 50 or 75 New Yorkers, attended this testimonial. 
It was purely a social gathering with considerable liquor 
and refreshments. WEINSTOCK acted as Master of Ceremonies, 
and ARCHIE gave a brief talk about the McCarran Act. 
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"WEINSTOCK called for a collection and he was consternated 
to find that from only from nearly 200 people given an 
evening's free entertainment and unlimited liquor, only 
$150.00 came in the collection. Ke said this was $100.00 
short of the cost of the affair. He was about to take 
a second collection when STACHEL angrily arose and proposed 
the collection be given to the ARCHIE BROWN Defense 
Committee and that the cost of the testimonial be borne 
by the New York State Committee of the Party. This 
was accepted and applauded. 

On Sunday, the 24th, the meeting held a short 
session, lasting from about 10:30 a.m. to about 2:30p.m. 
This session did devote itself somewhat to the question 
of defense and legal matters. It opened with a written 
report by JAMES TORMEY, a report similar to that delivered 
by him at the May meeting of the National Committee 
regarding the paths and leads of the Party in the defense 
field. He was followed by ELIZABETH PLYNN, CYRIL PHILLIPS, 
BENJAMIN DAVIS, MIRIAM FRIEDLANDER, and a number of 
district representatives engaged in the general field of 
defense work. 

No new programs or projects appeared from the 
TORMEY report and other speeches. The organizational and 
legal line of the Party is known through the documents 
being issued steadily by TORMEY through the CCCL. The 
one new feature which appeared was the projected idea of 
convening a large, well organized national conference 
of all Democratic elements and opponents of the 
McCarran Act to be held sometime in the late fall. 
The other idea was to intensify the organization of local 
CCCL and Hall -Davis Committees in all states and all 
localities with the expectation that the trial of the CP 
and the trial of HALL and DAVIS will very likely start 
in the late fall. It t*as stated that a change of mind 
had taken place on this question. Earlier they had thought 
these trials will not be scheduled perhaps until the 
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spring of 1963, when the administration would hope to 
utilize them as propaganda vehicles in connection with 
the Presidential election campaign, however, they state 
they have a feeling the Government will be prepared to 
move to set the date of these trials much sooner; 
therefore, the necessity of financial collection, a national 
conference, the widest dissemination of literature and 
preparation for the forthcoming trial. 

In addition to the aforementioned items, HALL, 
in his summary remarks, discussed the stock market quivering, 
the resumption of nuclear explosions by the United States 
and the Soviet Union, and the necessity of great pressure 
on developing a big peace movement. He spoke of the 
retreat of President KENNEDY to the monopoly and bending 
his policy to the wishes of the corporation. He spoke 
some about the citation of the ten CP leaders for violation 
of the McCarran Act, and was particularly bitter about the 
President signing the bill which strengthened the Smith 
Act. He spoke sometime on international questions 
referring to Thailand, Laos, progress in Algeria, and the 
"provocative" policy of the United States dividing the 
Soviet Union, Cuba and the Socialist nations. There would 
appear to be considerable difference of opinion within the 
top leadership regarding a CP attitude toward an estimate 
of the KENNEDY Admlnistation. HALL kept referring to the 
"argument" he heard so often about the need of the CP 
changing its basic estimate of the KENNEDY Administration. 

This "basic estimate" is contained in the well- 
known article published by HALL sometime ago titled, 
"The KENNEDY Administration and the Ultra-Right." 

A strong trend of old "leftist" forces within 
the Party desire a policy of bitter denunciation of the 
KENNEDY Administration as the agent of monopoly, the 
organizers of a war against the socialist countries and 
as a chief representative of "American imperialism. 
This is similar to the "hard line" expressed by the 
Chinese Communist Party and some others. The HALL group 
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ac6eptepart of this appraisal but reject most of it as 
adventuristic and stupid. The essence of the HALL and 
other position is that KENNEDY Administration, is true 
representative of the American capitalist class and 
defends the interests of American monopolists and 
imperialists. However, the KENNEDY Administration -is 
obliged to take an objective and realistic view of the 
relationship of forces in the world today and thus follow 
a careful policy with regard to war, the Soviet Union 
and related questions. The HALL group rejects the 
theory the KENNEDY Administration is a pro-Fascist 
administration paving the road for an American - Fascist 
government. The HALL group differentiates the KENNEDY , 
Administration from that of the ultra-right exemplified 
by, as they say, NIXON and ROCKEFELLER, and the extreme 
right wing in the United States, as Dr. SCHWARZ and 
others. They believe the KENNEDY Administration bends 
to this Ultra- right group only because there is insuf- 
ficient counter-pressure from the left and other segments 
of the American people. They believe the KENNEDY 
Administration can be made responsive to demands contrary 
to those of the Ultra- right and pro-Fascist forces if the 
necessary organization and pressure of the people takes 
place. This argument between various wings in the leader- 
ship continues to persist. It Is clear HALL and his 
supporters have the full support of the Russian Party 
leaders and that the HALL viewpoint is consistent with 
that of the international Communist top leadership. 

HALL discussed this question in detail. The 
only person at the conference who openly and critically 
mentioned the matter was ARCHIE BROWN, who expressed 
qualms about the line of the Party regarding the KENNEDY 
Administration. BROWN implied this line is wrong, 
equivocates and leads the movement to great losses. 
Because BROWN raised it, it gave HALL the opportunity to 
discuss it at length, which he did. Of course, he 
repeated all the known and standard argumentations of his 
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position on the matter. He categorically rejected any 
idea that the Party should feel necessary to change its 
"basic estimate" of the KENNEDY Administration and so it 
seems the matter will rest for the time being. HALL 
discussed at considerable length the economic situation 
and, consistent with the content of his major report, 
envisioned the onset in the United States in short course, 
of a vast economic crisis which would generate into a 
political crisis. He examined at some length into the world 
position of the American economy and the domestic 
position. To his satisfaction, he found it deteriorating 
to an inevitable explosion point. The export of capital, 
the flight of gold from the United States, the continuing 
negative trade balance of payments, the effects of automation, 
insoluable unemployment, declining national industrial 
production, etc. all are, according to HALL, forerunners 
of a deep and devastating crisis. 

As this line of reasoning is the major founda- 
tion of his big report, it is expected to become the main 
line of thinking and activity of the Communist Party from 
here on out. The HALL report is intended as a so-called 
diagnosis of the economic and political situation in the 
United States and providing the elements of a so-called 
"new program" for the Communist Party and its followers. 

HALL concluded his summary by a discussion of 
the primary elections in various states, spoke considerably 
about the results in California and emphasized the number 
of proposals already reported upon. 

Ostensibly, the National Conference adjourned / 
Sunday, June 24th, around 3:00 p.m. However, privately, 
PHIL BART had "weeded out" more than half the meeting to 
be invited to an unpublicized session of the top personnel 
to be held uptown at the Festival Bar dining room. This 
gathering assembled about 4:00 p.m. and remained. in 
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session almost four hours. Present were all state 
chairmen and organizational secretaries and a good 
smattering of National Committee members and National 
Office functionaries. It was intended to be the 
"working" part of the National Conference. BART 
opened the meeting and indicated the agenda would be 
a precise discussion and specific reports from the 
i districts on the question of Party building and Party 
recruiting, and for an examination of the present financial 
campaign for "The Worker" and of popularizing and 
implementing the decisions of the National Conference. 

He stated that the national leadership is firmly 
convinced that it is now possible to immediately recruit 
a minimum of 200 persons into the Party within the next 
month or two. It is particularly possible to recruit young 
people. Each district should immediately undertake a 
careful, planned and immediate campaign for recreating. 
He said the word "recruiting" has not been in our terminology 
for quite a long time but now we find every possibility of 
commencing systematically to rebuild the Party. He will 
issue no quotas. He will have each district select 
its own quotas and draft a specific district plan for the 
recruitment of a certain number of people immediately. 
Specially emphasized is the recruitment of young people 
and Negro workers. BART emphasized the Party now must 
turn its face in a different direction. It is too much 
based upon elderly and middle class elements. It has 
been separated from the working class and Negro people 
which was the original force of its strength. The 
composition of the Party is totally unsatisfactory. We 
have nothing against taking bourgeois and middle class and 
intellectual elements but we cannot have a Party based 
mainly upon this category. Therefore, the question of 
recruiting is fundamental and urgent. 

BART said each speaker should specify his plans 
and ideas regarding this matter. Secondly, he .spoke about 
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a checkup on the press drive. He said up to nov/ only the 
New Jersey District has achieved its quota and is the only 
district in the country with its campaign completed i 
However, most other districts lag willfully behind and 
endanger the financial basis of 'The Worker. " He said 
the leadership was insistent, the press drive must be 
carried through as rapidly as possible, and after labor 
Day, the movement then go into a big campaign for 
increasing circulation. 

The third topic he raised was the task of system- 
atically popularizing the decisions of the National 
Committee meeting and this National Conference. It is 
their desire to institute a national campaign of a planned 
nature to utilize the pamphlet report of GUS HALL and 
auxiliary documents and publications Inside the Party 
to assure every member is covered and outside of the Partjr 
in ranks of sympathizers, fellow travelers and those 
whom the movement can influence. He spoke in detail of 
some of the "instruments" available in addition to the 
HALL report. There is a leaflet for mass circulation on 
the stock exchange trouble. There is a printed letter 
of the CP to Socialist Party which can be widely used as 
a propaganda statement document. There will appear around 
Labor Day a new Spanish newspaper instigated by "leftist 
and Party people. This paper can be widely used in an 
area where, up to now, there has been no voice. He 
spoke also about the appearance of "Labor Today," the 
new leftist" magazine intended to serve as an instrument 
among trade unions and labor people as a bridge drawing 
them closer to Communist ideas, etc. He recalled the 
existence of a considerable amount of "youth" documents 
and publications and organizational setups which the 
Party forces can utilize and handle to get work moving 
in this direction. Regarding the Negro people's 
movement, he repeated what was said at the conference 
about the utilization of "Freedomways" as one of the 
important instruments in this work. 
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JANES IJJSTIG then spoke, delivering a highly 
critical monologue on "The Worker. " He pointed out 
that "The Worker" continues to be bogged down by lack 
of funds and its deficit increases. He was also critical 
of the articles in the paper, their content, wording 
and the language used. 
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He stated he had brought these natters to die 
attention of appropriate persons and committees many times, 
but has not succeeded in effecting any meaningful change. 
He realizes all these difficulties and impediments, but 
they should not stand in the way of the entire Party resolutely 
tackling the job of making a go of these two papers. He then 
went into a discussion of methods, programs, and ideas on how to 
do this* 

He was followed by Jackson who was furious. One has 
never witnessed JACKSON so infuried. He said LUSTIG gave the 
best argument why this paper cannot or should not be supported. 
He charged LUSTIG with peddling every little slanderous criticism 
hurtful to the paper. He said LUSTIG actually said "The Worker" 
is a rag edited by idiots. JACKSON went into a long defense of 
the form of writing, type of language, saw nothing wrong with 
extensive articles and even strange language and described the 
many technical difficulties of producing the paper. 

JACKSON was followed by STACHEL whose ox was also gored 
by the LUSTIG remarks. STACHEL yelled that LUSTIG spoke like an 
anarchist, that he violated every concept of democratic centralism 
that the nature of his remarks was such that it was actually an 
appeal to "the masses below" against some unknown immovable top 
administration who refuses to take proper steps to popularize the 
newspaper. STACHEL and JACKSON, naturally, re-acted hostilely in 
this fashion because they could not allow it to be established 
that they are making a policy, journalistic, and technical boch 
of the paper. In essence, their job is at issue, 

(The consequences of this spat are that on Friday, 
June 29th, a meeting was held in the National Headquarters with 
HALL, FLYNN, JACKSON and others, with the result that LUSTIG was 
fired.) 

None of the speakers who followed could give any 
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definite promise on the complaints raised by BART. They all 
pledged to do their best and to "take up" the matters referred 
to immediately upon their return home* All speakers found great 
possibilities of commencing to move the machinery of the party 
into action. They all professed to see greatest potentialities 
of making a bridge in the long isolation and inactivity of the 
Party, No specific decisions were taken by this meeting. BART 
stated there was no need for specific motions if we understood 
collectively what was required by the Party now, on a national 
basis. This meeting ended about 7 EM and the National Conference 
altogether had come to an end. 

During the course of the three days a large number 
of meetings took place; all different types. All kinds of sub- 
committees had flying sessions and people with common activities 
found occasion to meet together and get squared. It could be said 
more complete activity took place in the corridors and over 
luncheons by many people than in the conferences themselves. For 
example, a long discussion was held between TOOHEY, LIGHT FOOT, 
HALL and BART regarding the MAC WEISS $5,000 bail which Chicago 
is holding and which New Jersey claimed. It was decided that 
this $5,000 should be immediately remitted to New Jersey. It will 
be forwarded as soon as the person returns from vacation who now 
controls this money. THOMPSON was busily engaged speaking to 
Party representatives of California and other Western states 
planning a forthcoming tour to the West Coast. MARTIN YOUNG 
was buttonholing various people in connection with the Committee 
for the Protection of the Foreign Bom, etc. 

The Party leadership is highly satisfied with the 
result of the May and June meetings. They believe it shows 
a high degree of Party unity, a renewed enthusiasm and a 
very favorable situation in the Party. The leadership seems 
to feel more secure and stronger than any time previously. 
The leadership is of the opinion that substantial advances have 
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been scored since the time of issuance by the Supreme Court 
of its decision upholding the McCarran Act. They believe the 
Party has been projected into the public sphere and its spokes- 
men attaining an ever widening circle of listeners. They are 
greatly elated over the many invitations to speak at colleges. 
They keep referring to the fact that in the past year Party 
leaders have directly addressed at least 75,000 young people. 
The public posture of the Party has improved with the appearance 
of JAKES JACKSON debating a personage as the Governor of Maine. 

The greatest feather in this cap is the expansion of 
the youth segment in the Party and around the Party. It may be 
said the morale inside the top cadre today is better than it has 
been at any time in the past two or three years. The leadership 
feels these two conferences have greatly enhanced prestige and 
capacity to meet the Party. Although they estimate the situation 
as extremely difficult, they believe the odds are now somewhat 
in their favor and the situation is changing to the better. 
They are striving to infiltrate a greater fighting spirit and 
"less security conscious" attitude, extreme caution and semi- 
conspirativeness of activity by this membership. In the forth- 
coming period the greatest effort will be placed in the area of 
work among the youth, trying once again to entrench in Negro 
districts, concentrate in the peace movement and try to make a 
break away from the isolation of labor and trade union problems. 
HALL is pursuing a definite policy of turning the Party away 
from its present elderly and middle class composition and 
orientation, toward that of the above-mentioned.

Lightfoot indicated that an Important portion of 
the report had not been written out but said that he would 
render this section verbally and in editing :his> report (for 
publication), it would be addsd. This section dealt with 
the building of the Party, He stated that he has had to 
contend with actions to liquidate the Party, with that action 
coming from members of the Party as well as forces exist inz 
outside the Party, He stated that we would not be able to 
build a mass Party under the present conditions, but that 
conditions exist for making significant gains throughout 
the- country, especially in the Negro community. 

Light foot stated that it was not terror or fear 
that Impelled the Negro people to leave the Party, but 
rather our inability to effectively answer the question 
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"What assets does the Party offer?'* 1 

Lightfoot stated that the Negro people tended to 
raise the question which had been projected several years 
ago by Walt White and other Negro leaders,, that we cannot 
add to the burden of being black, the burden of being red, 
and that unless we can effectively provide a logical and ' 
convincing answer to this, we would not sake gains in the 
Negro community* Continuing, he said that the Indispensable 
role of juthe Party in the fight for Negro rights must be 
emphasised * 

Lightfoot urged that the building of the clrcula* 
* tion of the magaaine "freedom Ways" be given central 
consideration. 

Immediately after Lightfoot *s report, this meeting 
-was open to discussion from those present. The following

Jackson dealt at great length with the magazine 
"Freedom Vays" explaining its value as a cultural arm} as 
a non«Harxist publication which had a great deal of popular 
appeal in offering to the Negro articles of various types 
by some outstanding spokesmen in the Negro Movement * Be 
said it dealt with the question of the>economlc plight of 
the Negro in America* 

Jackson next dealt, at great length, on another 
subject reporting statistics from various sources which 
showed that approximately 77 million people in America 
exist on substandard wages and under depressed 1 conditions* 
Be pointed out that the bulk of these people live in the t 
South and of this number, a major proportion are Negroes* 
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Jackson called attention to the fact that a 
recent book by Louis Loaax published by Harper Brothers 
quoted from a "Freedom Ways" article dealing with the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP) ♦ 

, On the question of building the Party. Jackson 
pointed; out ^hat it was the margin of Insecurity among 
the Negro people which rendered them vdnerable to attack 
and^ therefore, cautious; he pointed out, however, that 
this certainly was not the reason for their, not Joining 
the Party f He said that his feeling about our failure in 
this. direct ion was primarily due to the fact that we have

Be stated that there was general apathy 
in the labor movement towards the problems of the Negro 
people. This is demonstrated in the slowness with which

Thompson then dealt with the question of white 
chauvlnisa and indicated that although significant gains 
had been mde against chauvlnisa in the Party, it now 
existed in a new way an*/ pointed out that a conscious effort 
needed to be rnde to er*;iicato it*

Bill pointed jut that our failure to build the 
Party is due to the facl that we do not solve the problem

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Mo Phaul spoke with great emotion and fervor* He 
indicated that we are in the business of building socialism 
in this country and said that in our approach to the Negro 
Question, we must remain cognisant of that fact. Be indicated 
that it was his firm belief that we are going to recruit 
Negroes into the Party in larger numbers than ever before, 

Mc Phaul, referring to the section of Light foot's 
report dealing with the Muslin Movement, indicated that it 
was his feeling that not everything the Muslims are doing 
, is wrong. He said that while we disagree with their basic 
philosophical position, it must be pointed out that they 
are giving to the Negro people a sense of dignity and they 
are building their movement on a sound economic basis by 
providing innuasrable Jobs, building schools and other 
' civic and eosssunlty institutions. He indicated that if 
; we are going to make any inroads into the Negro Movement, 
i we have got to stop living on our past laurels and begin 
to demonstrate to the Negro people our ability to solve 
the problems that exist today, 

« ■ * ■ 

Roscoe indicated that he felt that Llghtfoot*s 
report was a good one and that it brings us up to date. 
He said that he was not too sure that we had handled the 
Williams case correctly <the Williams case referred to is 
the case of the Negro NAACP leader in South Carolina who 
indicated that it might be necessary for Negroes to resort 
to the use of arms in defense of their rights), Roscoe 
indicated some vagueness or lack of understanding regarding 
Claude *s suggestion of a government subsidy to aid in the 
iadasfcr&stetion of the South, He said that it was his feeling 
that Negro people are already in the midst of a depression 
and raised the question, "Can the Job problem of the Negro 
be solved solely within the framework of the fight against 
Jim Crow?" The essence of this concept being that since the 
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United States is in a state of general crisis and since 
there are not enough jobs for white Americans, ho* would 
the solution of the Negro problem create new jobs. The 
logic of this position is that only through socialise could 
any workable solution to the Negro problem in America cose 
about* 

Continuing, ho indicated that there is no 
organisation tackling the unemployment problem this wayv 
He pointed out further that the Muslims have an economic 
program and in spite of what we may think of other aspects 
of their program and philosophy, there is very little 
negative that can be said about this program. 

Bill Crawford from Philadelphia 

. , . , . Crawford also spoke on the economic aspects of 
Light foot *s report * and indicated that we a re hot at all 
conscious of the economic plight of the bulk of the Negro 
people. He quoted statistics to show the median wage of 
the Negro people as opposed to that of white Americans* 
the percentage of unemployed amongst Negroes as opposed 
to that amongst white Americans * He indicated that most 
Negro communities throughout the United States were in a, 
severe state of financial &S£«e€£i@au., . Crawford stated that 

fe!!*!®}* l^.SH* 60000 ** °* the Negro as a nation, which was 
mla in the 1930 *s, was a sound concept and that we have 
failed to keep abreast of reality, 

Dave Poindeicter 

(Before Poindextor spoke, Claude Light foot intro- 
duced him to the gathering, drawing references to his father, 
pointing out that his father was an outstanding communist, 
known to most of the old-timers within the movement,) 
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Poindexter spoke on the question of recruiting 
Negroes into the Party stating that he felt that our failure 
in this area was due primarily to our inability to set up a 
real program. He indicated that he felt that there was 
something peculiar. about Negro youths and that we needed 
to understand these peculiarities in order to attract Negro 
Youths. Be pointed out that the Muslins set up schools and 
educational standards and had a constant cadre policy* 
Poindexter also made reference to the question of white 
chauvinism and referred specifically to the question of 
the Youth, Festival indicating that a number of Negro 
youths, who had worked diligently and were deserving of 
the opportunity to attend the festival, were not given 
the opportunity to attend this Festival. They were not 
given a chance. Be said he felt that there was a great 
deal of paternalism towards Negroes within the Party. 

Poindexter also took exception to several 
aspects of Light foot's report. For example, he felt that 
Claude's handling of the Brown Supreme Court Decision was 
not quite accurate or complete. Also, he said he disagreed 
completely with his economic program and his appeal for a 
^ government subsidy for industrialisation of the South. 
Poindexter said that he felt there was m gxe&t' a meed fer 
organising the unorganised in the North as there was in 
the South. Be stated that the inferred concept that as 
you industrallse the South, things will get better is just 
simply not true. 

Alva, a young Negro woman 

Alva indicated that youth have an Interest In 
strategy and in learning and knowing Marxism. She said 
that on the questions of sit-ins, she, felt that it was hf r 
' opinion that it was not sufficient to just **sit in". She 
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felt that there mist be an approach to. organization; so 
that when you sit in, you talk to the waitresses and to 
the porters and to the people around you and' make some 
effort toward leaving an impression, Aiwa said that she 
felt that there was a great need for more left forms; 
■ore left vehicles through which youth can struggle and 
wake contributions. She felt that there was a need for 
sore constant, organised educational program. She stated 
' that the left forms need not be in opposition to the PYOC. 
the current Party youth fowu She felt that the youth 
have not been influenced by Mc Carthylsm to the degree '"* " 
that the adult movement has, and she felt that the adult .' 
movement needs to give the youth movement more information 
about what is going on in order that they may coordinate 
their efforts, ' ; 
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Lester Davie 

., Davis pointed out that one of the Major criticisna 

of Ughtfoot'e report could be the fact that it dealt with 
general concepts which were pretty fetich accepted and* there** 
fore* did little more than put into writing and into one 
pamphlet* a number of facts which had been demonstrated in 
life and views which were held by a majority of Party 
aefcbors. On the question of Xtightfoot's appeal for a government 
subsidy' to assist the industrialisation of the South* Davis 
pointed out that there were many pitfalls that had to be 
considered* for example* he stated that if you sade an 
appeal for industrialising the South* the unions of the Korth 
would view this as competition* fie pointed to the example 
Of a twine mill in Chicago around which a major struggle was 
waged in an effort to keep that industry from moving to 
the South* 80 Indicated that since we accept the concept that 
the vast majority of the Kegro communities in the nation 
quickly qualify as depressed areas* he felt that an appeal for 
government 'Subsidies to aid in the development of these areas 
and in projects to create Jobs would have a broader appeal 
and less ©jsrasition fron organised labor* 

Be said that on the question of organising the Party* 
fas felt that somswtee along the line* the Party was 'missing 
the bus** Be referred to a statement made by Ben Davis at a 
pzmlmm meUm of the National Kegro Commission in which Davis 
indicated that unless the Party is able to seise the program 
of any given Kegro mass organisation and effectively work 
arssaad this program producing answers to these practical 
prs&leas* it «*U never build {itself) within the Kegro 
cesKsxnity* 

Davis said that he felt that we would have to answer 
the question* "fhat is it that the Muslim movement offered 
the Kegro people which enabled it to build a mass membership 
in access of 200*600 members and what is it that the churches 
give to the people that enables them to maintain their 
tremendous mass membership?" Be stated that he did not know 
the answer * adding that somewhere along the line there was 
a gap between the provision of a correct program and the trans- 
lation of that program into memberships amongst the Kegro 
people* and the Party will have to bridge this gap before

Ben Davie spoke very highly of Lightfoot*s report 
indicating that this report was the result of collective 
effort* He stated that the discussion and the report 
gave us the base for tasking a such needed turn; a turn 
in the direction of a correct policy and action* We must 
have a correct, concise struggle against white chauvinism* 
it is true that white chauvinism has taken on sore subtle 
forms in recent years* 

Ben also felt that Roscoe*s contribution on the 
economic picture and his reservations on Light foot's 
question of industrialisation of the south was good and 
felt; that we needed to give this flitter a great deal 
more thought and discussion. 

On the peas* question, Ben stated that we have - 
the beginnings of a breakthrough in the Negro movesent 
in the struggle for peace and that it is incumbent on 
the Party to find a form that will consider the struggle 
for peace within the context of the struggle for freedom. 
He stated that we should be aware that the Negro people 
in America have chosen constitutional means in their, 
efforts to acquire their rights, this explains their ' 
rejection of the Williams approach* Davis also stated 
that the Muslim movement is doomed to failure* (It is 
not recalled whether or not Davis' related the two approaches 
or whether he concluded that the Muslim movement is doomed 
to failure because It has chosen unconstitutional means.) 

Davis stated that we have to find ways of work- 
ing in some areas with the Muslim movement, however (the 
word areas in this Instance does not refer to geographical 
divisions, bu* rather to areas of effort wherein the slogan 
or program of the Muslims runs parallel to ours).

Ruben stated be felt that Claude Ughtfoot's report 
was a good report, Ruben spoke on the subject of white youth, 
noting the Freedom Riders and the organization of youths on 
the various campuses and noted the many contributions that 
white youths were making toward the struggle for Negro rights. 
He stated, however, that the gap between Negro and white youths 
is steadily growing and that in the struggle for Jobs, we must 
find those proposals that link Negro and white youths together. 
Be stated that white chauvinism manifests itself in a 
"gradualist" approach on the part of white comrades. Be 
stated also that there are no truly integrated organizations 
in the struggle and called for more dramatic action programs. 

Tom.^. Dennis From Detroit 

Dennis spoke on the question of recruiting and 
building the Party. He felt that in this area of activity 
there needs to be more self •criticism. He said that he felt 
we have failed to teaild the Party, primarily because we have 
not made the effort and we relied too heavily on the past. 
He a<&g&& Atast th®s© people who participate in a program of 
action in solving Negro problems are the people who are best 
able to recruit Negroes into ;fcb® Party. If you do not participate 
you cannot be in a position to recruit. 

Dennis also stated that we have tc carry the burden 
brought on by people who have, left the Party but are still 
associated, ;by outsiders* with; ''the 'Party. Many of these people 
are engaged in various types of activities, some of a, negative 
character, but the CP gets blamed for -their activity even 
though they are no longer io the Party. 

Frances , Prom Pennsylvania 

/ Frances raised the question of how tas Party can begin 
to move in a new way Into a level of struggle and leadership. 
She als0 spoke of the various, aspects of the struggle (for 
integration. 1 She stated tbat^tbe Party did not lose lis: role 
of leadership and prestige ambng the Negro people , it just gave 
it up> She also bad much to say * about the Party *s political 
action program and gave a detailed account of the local situation 
'in h^r .^ea;', / ' t . ' ■ <"', .

Patterson stated that be thought that the report 
should bo codified and should become the basis for further 
discussions in all of the areas « He pointed out what ho 
considered to bo some of the weaknesses in the report}; one. 
vas the failure on the part of labor, which needs to be 
spelled out acre clearly and sharply* Be stated that there is 
no white organisation geared to the fight to end racism in 
America* 

<> Zn the area of programmatic action, Patterson 

cited the instances of police brutality throughout the country, 
calling special attention to the situation in San Francisco* 
Be stated that this wave of police terror is a reflection 
of our government* 

Also in the field of culture, Patterson said ho 
felt that our inability to apply proper cultural fores to 
attract the Negro people was a reflection of weakness* Be 
said that we should make the struggle to achieve cultural 
equality an inseparable part of the general struggle* (It 
night bo pointed out that the tern cultural equality applies , 
in this instance, to the struggle to obtain Negro commentators, 
newscasters, and for better parts for Negroes in motion 
pictures and other activities which give the Negroes an 
opportunity to demonstrate their excellence in the field of 
cultural endeavor*) 

Mllford From Seattle 

liilford, the final speaker, said that ho joined 
with those who liked the report* Be said that this was a 
"turning to" our work with a new quality, a new fervor 9 a 
new enthusiasm* Ho stated that the Negro people were 
demonstrating that constitutional means to freedom and 
revolutionary democracy are possible* The Negro Freedom Riders 
are teaching America lessons which we as Marxists must learn* 

Continuing* Ullford stated that on the question of 
white chauvinism* a thorough-going study is needed. There is, 
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together with the most tremendous advances being made, a revival 
of the moot belligerent forms of chauvinism* 

Claude Llghtfoot 

Claude Lightfoot next took the floor and spoke again 
on the subject of building the Party, Bo stated that the 
discussion which had taken place pointed up the need for a 
special section of the report which would deal specifically

Sail began his remarks by stating that the simple 



fact that we are here Is in itself a source of inspiration* 
zt proves that we are an indestructible force* Nothing will 
ever destroy this movement. Ho stated that John Afat states t 
that the democratic forces in our land are beginning to under-* , 
stand how fortunate it is that the Party made the historic 
decision to fight back; that the Party rejected the advice 
of many that we should dissolve. We also rejected the idea 
that vs should just stand pat and wait to see what happens. 
We made a decision that was not abstract; it was a decision 
to fight back and we recognized that it was necessary to fight 
for our organization. We can review this year and a month 
with a sense of satisfaction* The legal fight has been 
conducted on a very high plane* There is nothing in our history 
which compares to our historic^ necessary fight back which we 
have waged. He pointed out that a number of very significant 
things have happened in the course of the period of this 
struggle. 



1) The Party has welded an inner unity* 

2) There are no divisions in the ranks of the Party. 

3) The Party isolated and destroyed the last 
remnants of the left. 

4) We have spoken to more people during this period 
than in any other period in our history.

roots of the Ho Carran and Smith Acts are rooted in the economic 
life of the country* The He Carran and Smith Acts are 
companion instruments of the cold war* They are J^^? *° 
sellout tho interests of the people in favor of the interests 
of tho monopoly groups* They are tools of the cold war which 
can be used in a hot war as well* We must examine some of the 
background* 

(At this point Ball referred to the pamphlet which ,' 
was the basis for this discussion* This pamphlet is called 
"End Tho Cold *Jar w * Copies of this pamphlet were available 
at this gathering*) 

Ball stated that the pamphlet did not deal Jfitb. the 
question of trade unions * the question of youth*, or with the 
Negro pooplo's struggle* He said there will be. special 
meetings on those points and other pamphlets will be issued 
which will cover thoso points* 

Sail then pointed out five points in which he folt 
we should allggreet 

1) That tho cold war is an evil* grand design to 
block and turn the course of history* 

3) That it has been a miserable failure* the^dyntmio : 
progressive elements of the country have blocked 
its effectiveness* 
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3) The failure of the cold war policies has brought 
on new problems for the government, 

4) The cold war has been extremely profitable for 
the monopolists*. 

5) These failures have reached a stage where they 
will work for more basic qualitative changes. 

Ball stated that these policies have been so 
detrimental that they have led to a decline in United States 
prestige* Be stated that nothing has happened since the initial 
rendering of this report* which is now two or three weeks old. 
to call for a change in its policy or line. Ho stated that 
the manner in which the stoclt market is jumping up and down 
caused him to be worried that by the time he was able to 
deliver his talk there would have to be a whole new evaluation 
of the situation. Bo stated that there are seven events 
vhich have taken place which should be pointed out. These 
events highlight the general crisis of the United States 
capitalist economy. 

The first was the unusual behavior of the stock 
market and it was at this point that he stated he was afraid 
that the stock market would not stay stable until after this 
report. 

The second point is the two attempts at setting off 
nuclear bombs in space. 

The third is the sight of our President on his knees 
penitently begging for forgiveness for his actions of six 
weeks ago. 

The fourth is the action of the Attorney General 
who has started action* on the instructions of President 
Kennedy $ on a revised section of the Smith Act. 

Fifth is the invasion of Thailand by United States 

troops* 

These five underscore the seriousness of the movement * 
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dispute* 



The sixth is the settlement of the Laos and Algerian 

The seventh i» the primary elections In several states* 

Ho stated that' the invasion and the two attempts at 
nuclear boabs In outer space are very dangerous steps and *hich 
brand this Administration as aggressive and Irresponsible* 
They are criminal and lawless and gamble with life itself* 
While we have always said that there Is * danger of war from 
aceldent 9 otc* 9 we must now add the irresponsibility of this 
Administration ad a serious factor in the danger of war* 
Ye must now toa come more effective in expressing the aggressive, 
irresponsible role that this country plays* 

Bof erring to the nuclear disarmament conference » 
IU11 stated that every competent socialist source in the world 
dearly states that there is no question of inspection; that 
this, issue of inspections which Is generally raised by the 
United States is phony* immoral and false since it is 
Impossible to explode a nuclear bomb without detection* The 
United States has never presented a plan for disarmament* 
and the United States is the main obstacle to ending nuclear 
testing and to disarm* This we must make clear to the American 
people*' The level of our struggle for peace la not high enough* 
The people are ready for experiences which we are not giving 
them* Ha stated that many mass organizations discuss these 
problems regularly* Ho then quoted from a magazine called 
"The Coffi&onwal K D issue of may 13, 1962, and from another 
periodical issued by the Students for Democratic Society* Ho 
stated that we are not fulfilling our role in raising the more 
basic questions in tho struggle for peace in the language 
of the people* 

la tbe life of this Administration a it has acted

On the economic developments, Ball stated that the 
Wall Street bankers have not reached the dead end» They are 
not yet Jumping out of windows, hut a large number of 
Cadillacs have run out of gas* We have not given battle to 
the concept that Marxist ideology does not apply in the 
United States* The dogmatic theories are not and never have 
been Marxist* It is too early to draw conclusions from the 
stosk market developments* The stock market tumble was not 
due to manipulation) it reflects real problems that have 
long and short-range implications* The basic problems of the 
stock market developments were long-range* They represent 
the "total signal** of the end of the past war* After the end 
of World War XX the capitalist world was in a state of

trade union development but are against caucuses and committees* 
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In the field of science the bis difficulty is not in 
discovering the sources of energy but how to maintain and 
utilise thcaj the same applies with organisations* We have 
now for setae time greatly emphasised the idea of speaking 
to the masses within the context of the understanding of 
their problems* We have hammered out a better* clearer « 
sharper policy* Wo can say with a new sense of confidence 
"ihat we have a winning Party with a winning policy and 
program in a winning cause » 

At this point Gus Ball ended his presentation 
and was given a thunderous ovation* Those present were

Bert addressed himself to the economic phase of the 
report and stated that the AFL-CIO leadership had sot up labor 
councils in several areas because union off leers had failed 
to carry out the policies of the Committee on Political 
Education (COPE), 



Serb From Western Pennsylvania 

Herb spoke on the question of anti-Communisa and 
urged an approach of talking to people on the basis of their 
willingness to listen and to understand. He spoke of the 
motion picture "Judgment At Nuremberg" and Indicated that a 
leaflet had been Issued drawing a parallel between the 
Mc Carran Act and the anti-Communism of Hitler-Cermany, He 
stated that on the question of the shorter work week, the 
demand has to be raised in conjunction with local issues.

Jake said that he agreed with the content of Bob \ 
Thompson's report on labor but stated that most of our comrades ' 
are on the outside of the labor movement looking in* He stated 
that you can influence the workers and the union by working 
in the areas where you live or work* lie spoke at length of 
the elections in Maryland and of the bitter electoral 
struggles in the primaries* He stated that a Negro woman 
had been nominated for the State Senate*

A Young Negro Woman 

Alva spoke on the need for building a Marxist 
orientated youth organization which need not conflict with 
the current Party youth set-up. She stated that there is no 
youth organization which fights against anti-Communism* 
Throughout the country every organization is trying to win 
youth* Alva spoke extensively of the activities of the 
Progressive Youth Organizing Committee (PYOC)* She stated 
that they have been attending every major conference that is 
held throughout the country* She reported on the Washington 
Peace Mobilization which was attended by 8,000 young people 
which was organized mostly by left initiative*

Jake stated that Wisconsin produced Mc Carthy but 
it also has a Governor who spoke against the Un-American 
Activities Committee and a Congressman who voted against 
the Un-American Activities Committee* He stated that the J&xu 
Birches started a program to completely Indoctrinate Wisconsin* 
He stated that the Party started a program to abolish the 
Un-American Activities Committee* He stated that they have 
distributed 100,000 copies of James Roosevelt's speeches and 
that they are girded for a clash with the Birches*

slogans around which the Party should fight the Mc Carran 
Act* 




1) The fight to quash the indictments. 

2) To halt all proceedings under the Act* 

3) The building of civil liberties committees

4) To repeal the Act* 



Tormey spoke at great length on the building of 
civil liberties committees, stating that he felt that these 
committees had a possibility of embracing all stratas of the 
population,

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn , 

Elizabeth Gurley Flynn was introduced by Jim Tormey 
and she then stated that it was a matter of pride and sorrow, 
that after a long life dedicated to the working class movement, 
-she now found herself in a position of having to accept the 
chairmanship of a committee to defend the Party* She stated ' 
that there is no such CP as that described in the Mc Carran Act 
She stated that we have to make it clear that we cannot, and 
will not, register because to do so would be to plead guilty 
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to .the lying; vicious charges ^of being agents of a foreign 
government. She urged that conferences be held in -all cities 
to acquaint the people with the details of the He Carran" Act , 
and how it works * She stated further that legal defense < 
takes money arid that we now have to dedicate ourselves to the , 
task of raising tremendous suns of money. ' 1 

Jim Jackson 



Jackson stated that there was need of more precise 
studies and measurements of the economic crisis* He stated 
that capitalism is like an old tree standing in the middle 
of the highway of our peopled progress* Ee gave a detailed 
account of "The Worker** campaign against the Mc Carran Act 
and of **The Worker's** activities in defending itself against 
the Ho Carran Act* 

Archie Brown 

i — .I 

Brown spoke about the fight against the Landztza- 
Grlffin Bill, stating that this fight is tied to the fight 
against the He Carran Act and that anti-Coaaaunisa has become 
a big business in the United States* Brown stated that also 
we have to clarify our position against the Kennedy 
Administration, Be said that we were very, fuzzy on this issue 
and that our fuzziness leads to great confusion among 
the masses* 

Brown also dealt with the question of his letters 
to Kennedy and Khrushchev and said that he felt that it was 
right and reasonable that these letters be sent and did not 
see the need for all the furor that they, had created. 

Ben Davis 

Ben Davis started his talk with a discussion of the 
inhuman aspects of the Kennedy Administration* He, drew specific 
references to the question of Geraldyne fclghtfobt*s funeral 
wherein someone stole the guest register from the funeral 
parlor and published the names of some 700 guests who had 
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attended the funeral and as a result a nunber of editorials 
had appeared in newspapers all over the country in protest 
of this type of inhuman action* He stated that it had always, 
been a concept that there is nothing worse than an old fool 
but he felt that there was one possible exception - that being 
a young fool. He then stated that Bob Kennedy is a young fool. 

Davis stated that we have slowed the pace of 
harassment* We caught the Administration red-handed on the 
question of concentration camps because for a long time the 
Kennedy Administration had denied the existence of these 
camps until some spokesman of the Administration had been 
boxed into exposing their existence* He said that people will 
how feel that if the government will lie about one thing, they 
will lie about other things* 

Davis said that he felt that the youth reaction 
was heartening and referred specifically to their refusal 
to accept censorship of their right to hear controversial 
speeches, drawing reference to the fight on a number of 
universities which resulted in invitations being extended to 
himself and Gus Hall and other Communist speakers* He said 
that through their actions, the youth have modified the 
He Carran Act* He spoke of the victory of Phil Bart and 
"The Worker* V* Davis said that theso are things achieved by 
struggle* He also told of an amendment to the Mc Carran Act 
which he stated was "passed in the dark of night" and signed 
by President Kennedy "in the dark of the night", and said 
that this was an effort to make the Act work* He referred 
specifically to that section of the Mc Carran Act which dealt 
with the requirement of the government to publish a list of 
defense plants where workers whose names appeared on any of 
the membership lists of suspect organizations would not be 
permit tod to work* Davis stated that the government 
recognized that to publish such a list would be to expose 
the location of defense plants* The- amendment to the Mc Carran 
Act eliminated the necessity for publication of the list* 

He stated that we need to emphasize the moral aspects 
of the competition between the United States and the Soviet 
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Union. Ed also spo&o of the work of the pacifists urging 
closer ties, yet opposition to their philosophical position which 
stakes it impossible for them to mobilize against the forces 
which make war. 

On tho Negro Question* Ben Davis stated that one 
of the not? things in the Negro liberation movement is tho 
broak -through on tho subject of peace* 

At this time Gus Bail interrupted the proceedings 
to state that the time had grown late and that many people 
had to leave and it was unfortunate that all of the pooplo 
who wanted to speak did not have an opportunity to do so* 
Gus Ball was then given the platform for the purpose of aaking 
a .summation* 

Gus Ball 

Hall said that this gathering had been like a 
family get-together after a long separation* Re said that 
there should bo further studies so that tho basis of tho 
Party's policies would be clear* Be said that the stock 
market slump has brought out many economic theories* Ball 
stated that both of the major parties agreed they want to 
hide tho real causes of the economic problems j therefore, 
the task is ours to do the job of educating the masses* 

Ball stated that while we have no desire to save 
capitalism in America* we also have no desire to see the 
people impoverished and that offering a solution to the 
present crisis will in no way lengthen the life of this sick 
capitalistic economy* 

Ball then proposed: 

1) A 30 or 35 hour work week without a decrease in 
wages * 

2) A minimum wage of $2*50 per hour* 
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3) That the Administration declare a moratorium on 
interest payments on the national debt and that 
this money be used on projects at home and abroad* 

4) Elimination of income taxes up to $10,000*00* 

5) Have an increase in world trade. 

0) A sharp cut of monopoly controlled prices* 

7) An immediate program to nationalize subsidized 
industries* 

Xn replying to Archie Brown? s comments regarding 
the need for clarification of our policy towards the Kennedy 
Administration* Hall said that this approach is "fuzzy" as 
characterized by Brown and that this is true and will continue 
to be true. There Is no need for a basic change in our policy 
on the Kennedy Administration! we agree that it represents big 
business but that it is not a fascist government and that it 
has relations with the ultra~right* 

Referring to the trade union movement* Ball stated 
that we have a sort of generalized approach in the youth 
field and that it applies to other fields including the 
trade union movement* Be said that there is an upsurge with 
many and varied forms of organization •• It would be a mistake 
to force any preconceived. notion* (Here Hall drew. a parallel 
as an example* He spoke of the farmer's approach to planting 
wherein many many more seeds are planted than can be 
accommodated by a given piece of land but as the seed grows, and 
as the plants grow they are thinned out until only the sturdy 
and best plants are left to grow for the harvest, and so 
with loft forms - there will be many left forms initiated, 
and they will not be the same forms} they will vary according 
to different situations and ultimately we will emerge with the 
correct form*) 
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We oust make it clear to the trade unions that we 
have but one purpose, the best interests of the workers and 
the best interests of the union. Each left formation oust 
reflect the level of the plant ♦ (Here again he referred to 
his parallel of the farmer* that is, to influence a situation 
you mist be their vehicles, plans, etc*) 

On the question of our relationships with the 
socialist world, Ball stated that the "big lie** is 
question number one in the Binds of most non-Communists* Be 
stated that it has been his experience that on the various 
campuses youth will not accept a simple denial* Invariably 
he, Ball, would be asked about the United States Communist 
Party's allegiance to the Soviet Union. Be said that his 
answer is that as Americans who are partisans we have a point 
of view; we have a science, and that the Soviet Union uses the 
same science* Any approach to cover up our partisan socialist 
Viewpoint will not be accepted* 

On theqxestlon of nuclear testing, we are against 
all tests and we must give due consideration to the question 
of what forced the Soviet Union to resume testing* 

On the question of the Archie Brown letters, Ball 
stated that certainly the letters had weaknesses but that 
certainly they were not as big n deal or as big an issue as , 
some people have tried to make them* (It might be noted that 
when Ben Davis was speaking, he also made references to Archie 
Brown's letters to Khrushchev and Kennedy and stated categorical* 
ly that there was nothing for him to say other than that 
Brown was just wrong*) 

Ous Ball went on to say that there Is an unprecedented 
demand for Marxist literature* Be stated that the basic and 
fundamental change is the understanding of the role of our press 
and he urged support for the campaign for a million signatures 
on the petition being circulated by the Women* s Strike for 
Peace* Be urged that the people attending this conference 
report back to their districts in detail and initiate 
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discussions and reminded all that it Is necessary to convince 
the Party that we can recruit. 

At this point the platform was given over to Jack 
Stacbel. who introduced a number of motions .which werfi carried. 
These were: 

1) That we endorse the report and summary ♦ 

2) That we pledge to bring the pamphlet ("End The 
Cold War") to the widest circulation.

3) That all Party bodies and: commissions review 
their work in the light of the Hall report* \ 

4) That we approve the Tormey report* (The Tormey 
report was that wherein there was outlined a 
program of demands around which the Party hopes 
to base its fight against the Mc Carran Act.

Art Shellds 
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On Monday morning, Juno 25, 1962, there was the 
reconvening of the enlarged meeting of the CP, USA National 
Negro Commission which had previously been held on June 22, 
1962* This meeting was hold in the Board Room, of CP Bead- 
quarters, Vest 26th Street, New York City* At the enlarged 
Negro Commission. meeting which was held on June 22, 1962, 
representatives were present from various parts of the 
country; however, for this meeting only approximately 10 to 
12 persons were present since most of the others who had 
attended the first session had already returned to their 
respective areas* 

The meeting was opened by Claude Lightfoot who 
indicated that there were only two main points requiring 
further attention of the Negro Commission. These points 
were (1) further discussion on the phase of his report 
dealing with the Industrialization of the South; (2) the 
report of the special committee dealing with building the 
Party* (This special committee was appointed by Lightfoot 
at the meeting held on June 22, 1962*) Lightfoot stated 
that the report of the special committee would be rendered 
by Lester Davis* 

i 

The meeting was then opened to comments and 
discussion on these two points by those present* The 
following persons spoke during this meeting: 

Jim Jackson 

Jackson spoke at great length on the subject of 
industrialisation of the South* In essence, Jackson 
approved of the idea, but in his usually scholarly/ manner 
dealt with statistics, many of which were taken from a 
pamphlet called "Poverty and Depravation in the United States* 

Jackson also urged extending the concent (of 
industrialisation of the South) to include not, only the 
major depressed areas of the South but also the major 
depressed areas of the whole country* He said he felt that 
we should , initiate the idea and that we should seek trade 
union sponsorship to give it the public image* 

i 
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Gene raised the question of who would benefit from 
such a program and would we' not be asking the government 
to subsidise big business. Then he raised the question of 
whether we could get the trade unions to raise this question 
and to wage the fight within the context of guaranteeing 
that the money would be put into industries which would 
benefit the workers. 

JXjLL Tormey 

Tormey stated that the question has to, be tied 
up with the "beginnings of the demands for nationalization* 
He said that the question would have to guarantee that the 
newly established industries would not become "runaway" 
industries which would serve to weaken, rather than 
strengthen, the labor movement. Labor has to be convinced 
that such a program is not going to be destructive to It 
(labor) . 



Tom Nabried 



Nabried felt that we were discussing the question 
under somewhat adverse conditions. (The remainder of 
Nabr led *s remarks could not be heard*) 

William Patterson 

Patterson raised the question of whether this 
proposal Increases or lessens the contradictions of 
American capitalism* He said that it was his feeling that 
It would increase them. He stated that therefore even 
though it was seemingly benefiting the capitalist class 
It was benefiting the working people infinitely more. He 
added that such a program would force organised labor to go 
into the South* 
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Lester Davis 

Davis said that he,, felt that the proposal was a 
good; one' and-would be , workable if it was given > more 
generalized , approach which would recognise that the vast 
majority of the northern industrial areas wfcere Negro people 
live could also be considered depressed areas and; if it 
also took into consideration the fact of the great 
migrations that have taken place since the end of World 
War II* These migrations would Include the migrations from 
both the rural and urban areas of the South to the large 
industrial cities of the North* 

Davis stated that such a program needs to be 
considered for the entire country and added that within 
that context there would certainly be a basis for emphasis 
on the South because the South is the least organized and 
the most depressed,

At this point Claude Llghtfoot took the floor 
and proposed that this proposal be deleted from the 
report (Ligbtfeot # a report which had been delivered on 
June 22, 1902, to this gathering) at this time and that at 
a later date the Board be asked to discuss it in detail and 
review the whole economic plight of the Negro, in, America 
in order to come up with an economic program. 

The next item taken up at Shis meeting' was the 
rendering of the report of the special committee which had 
been set up at Claude Llghtfoot *s proposal on June 22, 1962, 
to prepare a report or memorandum on building the Party, 
This report was delivered by Lester Davis, 

Lester Davis 

Davis stated that the building of the CP in the 
ranks of the Negro people is a matter of historical 
importance. It is comparable to the situation which pre- 
vailed in the days preceding the second great revolution, 
in our country — the Civil War — which made necessary 
the poplarization and building of the Republican Party. 
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The Republican Party was the instrument of a 
class which found slavery a barrier to its own progress 
and only incidental to the growth and progress of the 
Nation. The task of the CP is infinitely greater* It 
cannot be accomplished without the participation of the 
people | of which the Negro people are an Inseparable 
and! significant part* , 

The CP will lead in saving the Nation from those 
who have for centuries used monstrous attacks upon black 
Americans as a means of diluting the content of our 
democracy and defeating its logical national growth and 
development by the people until it reflected the interest 
of all. 

Continuing, Davis stated that our Party will 
make the decisive contributions to the fight for peace, 
in which Negroes will play a significant role. 

Our Party will bring to white Americans a greater 
understanding of the shame and dehumanising effects of 
racism. 

To the Negro, the Party is a beam guiding the 
way to a harbor where equality and opportunity are 
guaranteed by the suppression of all opportunities for 
man to oppress his fellow man, 

Davis next outlined why we must build the Party * 
and stated that the Negro movement does not have an anti- 
imperialist or class orientation. Only the CP can give 
it this. There is no other major philosophical current 
within this movement} therefore, there must be a multiplying 
of those forces which have a class orientation in order to 
give direction, meaning and purpose to the movement. 

The Party ranks have been badly depleted by the 
vicious attacks of imperialist forces. It has suffered 
losses through death, and many of its key cadre have aged 
to the point where they can no longer function as in the 
past. 
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The Negro movement has been harmed by the declining 
role of .the Party, The nationalists of this movement failed 
to function when prodded by the Party. \ 

■'.'V/i Continuing, Davis outlined how to build the 
Party, and staged that no other organization has a program 
for achieving complete freedom for the Negro people. We 
believe that the Negro people will want to join the Party 
if they are made to understand this simple fact. 

Davis stated that the Negro movement as it exists 
today does not have a program for the ultimate solution of 
the Negro problem. The CP not only has answers for the 
solution of this problem but offers a basic solution to 
the problems of youth, the trade unions and all other 
segments of our society. The CP recognises the economic 
basis for Negro exploitation and discrimination. 

There are many liberals and progressives who 
will fight for Negro rights and will struggle around 
specific issues but they have no real understanding of the 
problem and hence cannot achieve real and lasting solutions. 

; Davis added that it must be pointed out that in 
no country where the CP is in power is their any discrimination 
against anyone. 

Over the years the Party has demonstrated its 
ability to give impetus, direction and content to the Negro 
movement. It was the CP which fought for the consciousness 
within the Negro movement of the relationship between the 
fight for Negro freedom and the fight fOr peace. It is 
the CP which has prodded and pushed labor into playing an 
active role in the fight for Negro freedom. It was the 
CP which made the world conscious of the Negro problem 
in America. 

The CP member who seeks to recruit from within 
the Negro movement must, of necessity, be an Integral part 
of this movement. He must be actively working in one or 
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more of the key organisations which are in daily contact 
with the problems of the Negro people* He must work, in 
such a way as to win the respect and admiration of those ^ 
with whom he deals; even those who disagree with bis 
position* A communist must be the best worker for the 
program of the organisation of which he is a part. He 
must work in such a way as to develop organizational and 
social ties* From these can be built political ties and 
relationships* It does not require any unusual or 
special talent to single out from the ranks of any given 
organisation those individuals who seem to take positions 
which are in advance of the general trends and through 
the introduction of carefully selected literature Influence 
or accelerate growth in Marxist understanding. 

Continuing, Davis stated that there is a wealth 
of Marxist orientated material on Negro history available*

Davis added that the next logical step is 
organisational; through careful follow-ups, the individual 
who has been nurtured through timely discussion and 
significant literature is invited to a forum, a social 
gathering or a meeting of some type where a Marxist point 
of view is being projected. When understanding and 
acceptance of the Marxist approach is indicated the task 
of recruiting is simple* ' 

Party organisation must be mindful of the 
necessity and/or careful planning of programs for new 
recruits* The recruit who comes in contact with a dis- 
organized, undisciplined, poorly functioning Party club, 
soon becomes disillusioned and discouraged* 

Davis stated that white comrades working in 
Negro organisations, in white organizations and in 
integrated organizations must concentrate on recruiting 
white forces into the Party, thus guaranteeing advanced 
and enlightened cadre who would be in support of the 
Negro movement* He pointed out that this does not negate 
the possibilities of white comrades recruiting Negro workers* 
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In concluding, Davis stated that In order to 
guarantee Immediate and rapid expansion of the Party's 
influence within the Negro movement the committee 
recommended the adoption of a quota of new members' to be 
recruited by the end of December,. 1962, and also that 
systematic well planned membership drives be instituted to 
guarantee future continuous expansion* 

Immediately after the rendition of the report 
of the special committee there was a series of criticisms 
of it raised by various people* The following comments 
were noted during this period; 

William A» Patterson .

Patterson stated that he felt that a document of 
this type has to explain the meaning of the struggle 
against white chauvinism* He felt that the document did 
not sound like a document directed at the Party for 
building the Party but rather sounded like a document 
directed to the Negro people* He felt further that the 
document failed to deal with Negro cadre,

Patterson also advanced the theory that we must 
emphasize the role of labor and the menace of anti- 
communism^

Polndexter stated that he felt that the document 
failed to explain or to list any approach toward the 
recruiting of any Negro youth and that it needs to set 
forth an approach to a standardized educational program within 
the Party* 

Gene 

Gene stated that he took exception to the term 
"Negro problem**' 
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Frances, from Pennsylvania 



Frances said that she felt that we needed to be 
more self-critical about our loss of cadre and that we 
needed to give more emphasis to the question of Negro 
women*.

Ben Davis added a few comments at that time. His 
first point was on the economic question and he stated that he 
felt the report Sailed to give sufficient consideration 
to the economic roots of the problem and that he felt that 
the central problem was not that of a lack of a line. 
The problem was the question of what do we do with the 
lines that we have? 

Davis said that he felt that the document dealing 
with building the Party had many positive points but felt, 
however, that It was a bit too negative and needed re- 
casting.

CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT called the meeting to order. 
The meeting was chaired by WILLIAM L. PATTERSON who was late. 
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CLAUDE LIGHTF00T made the only report of the day. 
He spoke of building the party and indicated that this was 
the beginning of a new stage in the fight for freedom. 

LIGHTFOOT referred to the period of time since 
the 17th National Convention of the party and dealt with 
various instances where the Party had taken a leadership 
position. LIGHTFOOT took credit on behalf of the party, for 
many of the advances in Negro rights which have been made 
recently. He discussed the problem of how to reach the party 
goals and how the Negro peoples movement can be assisted by the 
activity undertaken in connection with the party. right on Negro 
matters.. 

LIGHTFOOT also discussed the problem of how to 
bring, Negro people into the party. He said that- he paid the 
party to be built if the comrades work correctly, but that 
the party, must give more, do more and have more to offer in 
order to interest Negro people. LIGHTFOOT expressed his 
confidence that the party can win people as they did in the 
1940* s. He called for a re-examination of the role of the 
Party including the problem of white chauvinism. 

The remainder of the session was taken up with a 
discussion of LIGHTFOOT 1 s remarks. No one disagreed with the 
proposals of the discussion presented by LIGHTPOOT. 

At the conclusion of the meeting those present 
voted to accept the LIGHTFOOT ' s report and annr>1 nf.prV a committee 
composed of TOMMY DENNIS from Detroit, [ from 
California, and DAVE from Chicago to edit and to publish 
LIGHTFOOT's report in pamphlet form.
